cent  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  ten;  more  than  one  thousand  but  not  more  than  two 
thousand,  one  per  cent  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  fifteen;  more  than  two  thousand 
but  less  than  five  thousand,  three-fourths  of  one  per  cent  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than 
twenty;  and  more  than  five  thousand,  one  half  of  one  per  cent  of  such  spaces  but  not  less 
than  thirty.

HISTORIC  DISTRICT 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  as  follows: 


Chapter  16 
Article  I 


Local  Historic  District 
In  General 


The  City  of  Newburyport  hereby  adopts  this  Ordinance  and  establishes  a Local  Historic 
District,  to  be  administered  by  a Historic  District  Commission  as  provided  for  under 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40C,  as  amended. 

Article  II 

Local  Historic  District 

1.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  aid  in  the  preservation  and  protection  of  the 
distinctive  characteristics  and  architecture  of  buildings  and  places  significant  in  the 
history  of  the  City  of  Newburyport,  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  their  settings 
and  the  encouragement  of  new  building  designs  compatible  with  the  existing  architecture. 

2.  DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  section  shall  be  capitalized  throughout  this  Ordinance.  Where  a 
defined  term  has  not  been  capitalized,  it  is  intended  that  the  meaning  of  the  term  be  the 
same  as  the  meaning  ascribed  to  it  in  this  section  unless  another  meaning  is  clearly 
intended  by  its  context.  As  used  in  this  Ordinance  the  following  terms  shall  have  the 
following  meaning: 

ABUTTER 

Any  property  located  within  300  feet  of  the  applicant's  property. 
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ALTERATION,  TO  ALTER 

The  act  or  the  fact  of  rebuilding,  reconstruction,  restoration,  replication,  removal, 
demolition,  and  other  similar  activities. 

BUILDING 

A combination  of  materials  forming  a shelter  for  persons,  animals  or  property. 

CERTIFICATE 

A Certificate  of  Appropriateness,  a Certificate  of  Non- Applicability,  or  a Certificate  of 
Hardship  as  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance. 

COMMISSION 

The  Historic  District  Commission  or  Commissions  as  established  in  this  Ordinance  and 
as  may  be  established  in  the  future. 

CONSTRUCTION,  TO  CONSTRUCT 

The  act  or  the  fact  of  building,  erecting,  installing,  enlarging,  moving  and  other  similar 
activities. 

DISTRICT 

The  Local  Historic  District  as  established  in  this  Ordinance  and  as  may  be  established  in 
the  future  consisting  of  one  or  more  DISTRICT  areas. 

EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURE 

Such  portion  of  the  exterior  of  a BUILDING  or  STRUCTURE  as  is  open  to  view  from  a 
public  way  or  ways,  public  park  or  public  body  of  water,  including  but  not  limited  to 
architectural  style  and  general  arrangement  and  setting  thereof,  the  kind  and  texture  of 
exterior  building  materials,  and  the  type  and  style  of  windows,  doors,  lights,  signs  and 
other  appurtenant  exterior  fixtures. 

PERSON  AGGRIEVED 

The  applicant;  an  owner  of  adjoining  property;  an  owner  of  property  within  the  same 
DISTRICT  area;  ally  owner  of  property  within  100  feet  of  said  DISTRICT  area;  and  any 
charitable  corporation  in  which  one  of  its  purposes  is  the  preservation  of  historic  places, 
structures,  BUILDINGS  or  districts. 

STRUCTURE 

A combination  of  materials  other  than  a BUILDING,  including  but  not  limited  to  a SIGN, 
fence,  wall,  terrace,  walk  or  driveway. 

TEMPORARY  STRUCTURE  or  BUILDING 

A BUILDING  not  to  be  in  existence  for  a period  of  more  than  two  years.  A 
STRUCTURE  not  to  be  in  existence  for  a period  of  more  than  one  year.  The 
COMMISSION  may  further  limit  the  time  periods  set  forth  herein  as  it  deems 
appropriate. 
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3.  DISTRICT  rS^ 

The  DISTRICT  or  DISTRICTS  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  DISTRICT  areas  as  listed  in 
Section  13  (Appendices)  of  this  Ordinance. 

4.  COMMISSION 

4.1  The  DISTRICT  shall  be  overseen  by  a COMMISSION  consisting  of  five  members,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  City  Council,  one  member  initially  to  be 
appointed  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years,  and  each  successive 
appointment  to  be  made  for  three  years. 

4.2  The  COMMISSION  shall  include,  if  possible,  one  member  from  two  nominees 
solicited  from  the  Historical  Society  of  Old  Newbury  (HSON),  one  member  from  two 
nominees  solicited  fi'om  the  chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  covering 
Newburyport;  one  member  from  two  nominees  of  the  Board  of  Realtors  covering 
Newburyport;  one  member  fi-om  the  Newburyport  Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board  or 
Historical  Commission;  and  one  property  owner  from  within  the  DISTRICT.  If  within 
thirty  days  after  submission  of  a written  request  for  nominees  to  any  of  the  organizations 
herein  named  insufficient  nominations  have  been  made,  the  Mayor  may  proceed  to  make 
appointments  as  he  or  she  desires,  with  confirmation  by  the  City  Council. 

4.3  The  Mayor  may  appoint  up  to  four  alternate  members  to  the  COMMISSION  with 
confirmation  by  the  City  Council.  Each  alternate  member  shall  have  the  right  to  act  and 
vote  in  the  place  of  one  regular  member  should  such  regular  member  be  absent  from  a 
meeting  or  be  unwilling  or  unable  to  act  or  vote.  Said  alternate  members  shall  initially  be 
appointed  for  terms  of  two  or  three  years,  and  for  three  year  terms  thereafter. 

4.4  Each  member  and  alternate  member  shall  continue  to  serve  in  office  after  the 
expiration  date  of  his  or  her  term  until  a successor  is  duly  appointed. 

4.5  Meetings  of  the  COMMISSION  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  at  the 
request  of  two  members  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  COMMISSION  shall  determine  in 
its  Rules  and  Regulations. 

4.6  A simple  majority  of  the  COMMISSION  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

5.  COMMISSION  POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

5.1  The  COMMISSION  shall  exercise  its  powers  in  administering  and  regulating  the 
CONSTRUCTION  and  ALTERATION  of  any  STRUCTURES  or  BUILDINGS  within 
the  DISTRICT  as  set  forth  under  the  procedures  and  criteria  established  in  this 
Ordinance.  In  exercising  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder,  the  COMMISSION  shall  pay 
due  regard  to  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  each  BUILDING,  STRUCTURE  and 
DISTRICT  area. 

5.2  A majority  of  the  COMMISSION  may  adopt,  and  from  time  to  time  amend, 
reasonable  Rules  and  Regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
or  M.G.L.  Chapter  40C,  setting  forth  such  forms  and  procedures  as  it  deems  desirable  and 
necessary  for  the  regulation  of  its  affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  including 
requirements  for  the  contents  and  form  of  applications  for  CERTIFICATES,  hearing 
procedures  and  other  matters.  The  COMMISSION  shall  file  a copy  of  any  such  Rules  and 
Regulations  with  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk. 

5.3  A majority  of  the  COMMISSION,  after  a public  hearing  duly  posted  and  advertised  at 
least  14  days  in  advance  in  a conspicuous  place  in  City  Hall  and  in  a newspaper  of 
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general  circulation,  may  adopt  and  from  time  to  time  amend  guidelines  which  set  forth 
the  designs  for  certain  EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURES  which  are,  in 
general,  suitable  for  the  issuance  of  a CERTIFICATE.  No  such  design  guidelines  shall 
limit  the  right  of  an  applicant  for  a CERTIFICATE  to  present  other  designs  to  the 
COMMISSION  for  approval. 

5.4  The  COMMISSION  shall  at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year  hold  an  organizational 
meeting  and  elect  a Chairman,  a Vice  Chairman  and  Secretary,  and  file  notice  of  such 
election  with  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk. 

5.5  The  COMMISSION  shall  keep  a permanent  record  of  its  resolutions,  transactions, 
decisions  and  determinations  and  of  the  vote  of  each  member  participating  therein. 

5.6  The  COMMISSION  shall  undertake  educational  efforts  to  explain  to  the  public  and 
property  owners  the  merits  and  functions  of  a DISTRICT. 

6.  ALTERATIONS  AND  CONSTRUCTION  PROHIBITED  WITHOUT  A 

CERTIFICATE 

6.1  Except  as  this  Ordinance  provides,  no  BUILDING  or  STRUCTURE  or  part  thereof 
within  a DISTRICT  shall  be  CONSTRUCTED  or  ALTERED  in  any  way  that  affects  the 
EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURES  as  visible  from  a public  way,  public  park 
or  public  body  of  water,  unless  the  COMMISSION  shall  first  have  issued  a 
CERTIFICATE  with  respect  to  such  CONSTRUCTION  or  ALTERATION. 

6.2  No  building  permit  for  CONSTRUCTION  of  a BUILDING  or  STRUCTURE  or  for 
ALTERATION  of  an  EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURE  within  a DISTRICT 
and  no  demolition  permit  for  demolition  or  removal  of  a BUILDING  or  STRUCTURE 
within  a DISTRICT  shall  be  issued  by  the  City  or  any  department  thereof  until  a 
CERTIFICATE  as  required  under  this  Ordinance  has  been  issued  by  the  COMMISSION. 

7.  PROCEDURES  FOR  REVIEW  OF  APPLICATIONS 

7.1  Any  person  who  desires  to  obtain  a CERTIFICATE  from  the  COMMISSION  shall 
file  with  the  COMMISSION  an  application  for  a CERTIFICATE  of  Appropriateness,  of 
Non-Applicability  or  of  Hardship,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  application,  addressed  to  the 
appropriate  Local  Historic  District,  City  Hall,  Newburyport,  MA,  01950,  shall  be 
accompanied  by  such  plans,  elevations,  specifications,  material  and  other  information, 
including  in  the  case  of  demolition  or  removal  a statement  of  the  proposed  condition  and 
appearance  of  the  property  thereafter,  as  may  be  reasonably  deemed  necessary  by  the 
COMMISSION  to  enable  it  to  make  a determination  on  the  application. 

7.2  The  COMMISSION  shall  determine  within  fourteen  (14)  days  of  the  filing  of  an 
application  for  a CERTIFICATE  whether  said  application  involves  any  EXTERIOR 
ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURES  which  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
COMMISSION. 

7.3  If  the  COMMISSION  determines  that  an  application  for  a CERTIFICATE  does  not 
involve  any  EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURES,  or  involves  an  EXTERIOR 
ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURE  which  is  not  subject  to  review  by  the  COMMISSION 
Linder  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  the  COMMISSION  shall  forthwith  issue  a 
CERTIFICATE  of  Non- Applicability. 

7.4  If  the  COMMISSION  determines  that  such  application  involves  any  EXTERIOR 
ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURE  subject  to  review  under  this  Ordinance,  it  shall  hold  a 
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public  hearing  on  the  application,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 
The  COMMISSION  shall  hold  such  a public  hearing  within  forty-five  (45)  days  from  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  the  application.  At  least  fourteen  ( 14)  days  before  said  public 
hearing,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  posting  in  a conspicuous  place  in  City  Hall  and  in 
a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  Newburyport.  Such  notice  shall  identify  the  time, 
place  and  purpose  of  the  public  hearing.  Concurrently,  a copy  of  said  public  notice  shall 
be  mailed  to  the  applicant,  to  the  owners  of  all  adjoining  properties  and  of  other 
properties  deemed  by  the  COMMISSION  to  be  materially  affected  thereby,  all  as  they 
appear  on  the  most  recent  applicable  tax  list,  to  the  Planning  Board,  to  any  person  filing  a 
written  request  for  notice  of  hearings,  such  request  to  be  renewed  yearly  in  December, 
and  to  such  other  persons  as  the  COMMISSION  shall  deem  entitled  to  notice.  7.4.1  A 
public  hearing  on  an  application  for  a CERTIFICATE  need  not  be  held  if  such  hearing  is 
waived  in  writing  by  all  persons  entitled  to  notice  thereof.  In  addition,  a public  hearing  on 
an  application  for  a CERTIFICATE  may  be  waived  by  the  COMMISSION  if  the 
COMMISSION  determines  that  the  EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURE 
involved,  or  its  category,  is  so  insubstantial  in  its  effect  on  the  DISTRICT  that  it  may  be 
reviewed  by  the  COMMISSION  without  a public  hearing.  If  the  COMMISSION 
hearing  application  for  a CERTIFICATE,  notice  of  such  dispenses  with  a public  hearing 
on  an  application  shall  be  given  to  the  owners  of  all  adjoining  property  and  of  other 
property  deemed  by  the  COMMISSION  to  be  materially  affected  thereby  as  above 
provided,  and  ten  (10)  days  shall  elapse  after  the  mailing  of  such  notice  before  the 
COMMISSION  may  act  upon  such  application. 

7.5  Within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  filing  of  an  application  for  a CERTIFICATE,  or 
wdthin  such  further  time  as  the  applicant  may  allow  in  writing,  the  COMMISSION  shall 
issue  a CERTIFICATE  or  a disapproval.  In  the  case  of  a disapproval  of  an  application  for 
a CERTIFICATE,  the  COMMISSION  shall  set  forth  in  its  isapproval  the  reasons  for 
such  disapproval.  The  COMMISSION  may  include  in  its  disapproval  specific 
recommendations  for  changes  in  the  applicant's  proposal  with  respect  to  the 
appropriateness  of  design,  arrangement,  texture,  material  and  similar  features  which,  if 
made  and  filed  with  the  COMMISSION  in  a subsequent  application,  would  make  the 
application  acceptable  to  the  COMMISSION. 

7.6  The  concurring  vote  of  a majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  required  to  issue  a 
CERTIFICATE. 

7.7  In  issuing  CERTIFICATES,  the  COMMISSION  may,  as  it  deems  appropriate, 
impose  certain  conditions  and  limitations,  and  may  require  architectural  or  plan 
modifications  consistent  with  the  intent  and  purpose  if  this  Ordinance. 

7.8  If  the  COMMISSION  determines  that  the  CONSTRUCTION  or  ALTERATION  for 
which  an  application  for  a CERTIFICATE  of  Appropriateness  has  been  filed  will  be 
appropriate  for  or  compatible  with  the  preservation  or  protection  of  the  DISTRICT,  the 
COMMISSION  shall  issue  a CERTIFICATE  of  Appropriateness. 

7.9  If  the  CONSTRUCTION  or  ALTERATION  for  which  an  application  for  a 
CERTIFICATE  of  Appropriateness  has  been  filed  shall  be  determined  to  be  inappropriate 
and  therefore  disapproved,  or  in  the  event  of  an  application  for  a CERTIFICATE  of 
Hardship,  the  CONTIS  SION  shall  determine  whether,  owing  to  conditions  especially 
affecting  the  BUILDING  or  STRUCTURE  involved,  but  not  affecting  the  DISTRICT 
generally,  failure  to  approve  an  application  will  involve  a substantial  hardship,  financial 
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or  otherwise,  to  the  applicant  and  whether  such  application  may  be  approved  without 
substantial  detriment  to  the  public  welfare  and  without  substantial  derogation  from  the 
intent  and  purposes  of  this  Ordinance.  If  the  COMMISSION  determines  that  owing  to 
such  conditions  failure  to  approve  an  application  will  involve  substantial  hardship  to  the 
applicant  and  approval  thereof  may  be  made  without  such  substantial  detriment  or 
derogation,  the  COMMISSION  shall  issue  a CERTIFICATE  of  Hardship.  7.10  The 
COMMISSION  shall  send  a copy  of  its  CERTIFICATES  and  disapprovals  to  the 
applicant  and  shall  file  a copy  of  its  CERTIFICATES  and  disapprovals  with  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk  and  the  Building  Commissioner.  The  date  of  issuance  of  a CERTIFICATE 
or  disapproval  shall  be  the  date  of  the  filing  of  a copy  of  such  CERTIFICATE  or 
disapproval  with  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk. 

7.1 1 If  the  COMMISSION  should  fail  to  issue  a CERTIFICATE  or  a disapproval  within 
sixty  (60)  days  of  the  filing  of  the  application  for  a CERTIFICATE,  or  within  such 
further  time  as  the  applicant  may  allow  in  writing,  the  COMMISSION  shall  thereupon 
issue  a CERTIFICATE  of  Hardship  Due  to  Failure  to  Act. 

7.12  Each  CERTIFICATE  issued  by  the  COMMISSION  shall  be  dated  and  signed  by  its 
chairman  or  such  other  person  designated  by  the  COMMISSION  to  sign  such 
CERTIFICATES  on  its  behalf. 

7.13  A PERSON  AGGRIEVED  by  a determination  of  the  COMMISSION  may,  within 
twenty  (20)  days  of  the  issuance  of  a CERTIFICATE  or  disapproval,  file  a written 
request  with  the  COMMISSION  for  a review  by  a person  or  persons  of  competence  and 
experience  in  such  matters,  acting  as  arbitrator  and  designated  by  the  Merrimack  Valley 
Regional  Planning  Commission.  The  finding  of  the  person  or  persons  making  such 
review  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  within  forty-five  (45)  days  after  the  request,  and 
shall  be  binding  on  the  applicant  and  the  COMMISSION,  unless  a further  appeal  is 
sought  in  the  Superior  Court  as  provided  in  Chapter  40C,.  Section  12A.  The  filing  of  such 
further  appeal  shall  occur  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  finding  of  the  arbitrator  has 
been  filed  with  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk. 

8.  CRITERIA  FOR  DETERMINATIONS 

8.1  In  deliberating  on  applications  for  CERTIFICATES,  the  COMMISSION  shall 
consider,  among  other  things,  the  historic  and  architectural  value  and  significance  of  the 
site,  BUILDING  or  STRUCTURE;  the  general  design,  proportions,  detailing,  mass, 
arrangement,  texture,  and  material  of  the  EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURES 
involved;  and  the  relation  of  such  EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL . FEATURES  to 
similar  features  of  BUILDINGS  and  STRUCTURES  in  the  surrounding  area.  8.2  In  the 
case  of  new  CONSTRUCTION  or  additions  to  existing  BUILDINGS  or  STRUCTURES, 
the  COMMISSION  shall  consider  the  appropriateness  of  the  scale,  shape  and  proportions 
of  the  BUILDING  or  STRUCTURE  both  in  relation  to  the  land  area  upon  which  the 
BUILDING  or  STRUCTURE  is  situated  and  in  relation  to  BUILDINGS  and 
STRUCTURES  in  the  vicinity.  The  COMMISSION  may  in  appropriate  cases  impose 
dimensional  and  setback  requirements  in  addition  to  those  required  by  applicable  statute 
or  ordinance. 

8.3  When  ruling  on  applications  for  CERTIFICATES  on  solar  energy  systems  as  defined 
in  Section  LA  of  Chapter  40A,  the  COMMISSION  shall  consider  the  policy  of  the 
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Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  encourage  the  use  of  solar  energy  systems  and  to 
protect  solar  access. 

8.4  The  COMMISSION  shall  not  consider  interior  arrangements  or  architectural  features 
not  subject  to  public  view  from  a public  way. 

9.  EXCLUSIONS 

9.1  The  COMMISSION  shall  exclude  from  its  purview  the  following: 

9.  1.1  Temporary  BUILDINGS,  STRUCTURES  or  SIGNS  subject,  however,  to 
conditions  pertaining  to  the  duration  of  existence  and  use,  location,  lighting,  removal  and 
similar  matters  as  the  COMMISSION  may  reasonably  specify. 

9.1.2  Storm  windows,  screen  windows,  screen  doors,  and  window  air  conditioners. 

9.1.3  The  color  of  paint. 

9.2  Upon  request  the  COMMISSION  shall  issue  a CERTIFICATE  of  Non-Applicability 
with  respect  to  CONSTRUCTION  or  ALTERATION  in  any  category  not  subject  to 
review  by  the  COMMISSION  in  accordance  with  the  above  provisions. 

9.3  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  constmed  to  prevent  the  ordinary  maintenance, 
repair  or  replacement  of  any  EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURE  within  a 
DISTRICT  which  does  not  involve  a change  in  design,  material  or  the  outward 
appearance  thereof,  nor  to  prevent  landscaping  with  plants,  trees  or  shrubs,  nor  construed 
to  prevent  the  meeting  of  requirements  certified  by  a duly  authorized  public  officer  to  be 
necessary  for  public  safety  because  of  an  unsafe  or  dangerous  condition,  nor  construed  to 
prevent  any  CONSTRUCTION  or  ALTERATION  under  a permit  duly  issued  prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  Ordinance. 

10.  CATEGORICAL  APPROVAL 

The  COMMISSION  may  determine  from  time  to  time  after  a public  hearing,  duly 
advertised  and  posted  at  least  fourteen  (14)  days  in  advance  in  a conspicuous  place  in 
City  Hall  and  in  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  Newburyport,  that  certain 
categories  of  EXTERIOR  ARCHITECTURAL  FEATURES,  STRUCTURES  or 
BUILDINGS  under  certain  conditions  may  be  CONSTRUCTED  or  ALTERED  without 
review  by  the  COMMISSION  without  causing  substantial  derogation  from  the  intent  and 
purpose  of  this  Ordinance. 

11.  ENFORCEMENT  AND  PENALTIES 

11.1  The  COMMISSION  shall  determine  whether  a particular  activity  is  in  violation  of 
this  Ordinance  or  not,  and  the  COMMISSION  shall  be  charged  with  the  enforcement  of 
this  Ordinance. 

11.2  The  COMMISSION,  upon  a written  complaint  of  any  resident  of  Newburyport,  or 
owner  of  property  within  Newburyport,  or  upon  its  own  initiative,  shall  institute  any 
appropriate  action  or  proceedings  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  to  prevent, 
correct,  restrain  or  abate  violation  of  this  Ordinance.  In  the  case  where  the 
COMMISSION  is  requested  in  writing  to  enforce  this  Ordinance  against  any  person 
allegedly  in  violation  of  same  and  the  COMMISSION  declines  to  act,  the 
COMMISSION  shall  notify,  in  writing,  the  party  requesting  such  enforcement  of  any 
action  or  refusal  to  act  and  the  reasons  therefore,  within  twenty  one  (21)  days  of  receipt 
of  such  request. 
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1 1 .3  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  punishable  by  a 
fine  of  up  to  $300.00  for  each  offense.  Each  day  during  any  portion  of  which  such 
violation  continues  to  exist  shall  constitute  a separate  offense. 

11.4  The  COMMISSION  may  designate  the  Building  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Newburyport  to  act  on  its  behalf  and  to  enforce  this  Ordinance. 

12.  VALIDITY  AND  SEPARABILITY 

The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be  separable.  If  any  of  its  provisions, 
sections,  subsections,  sentences  or  clauses  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitutional 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  remainder  of  this  Ordinance  shall  continue  to 
be  in  full  force  and  effect.

Fruit  Street  Historic  District 

The  Fruit  Street  District  shall  be  a DISTRICT  area  under  this  Ordinance.  The  location 
and  boundaries  of  the  Fruit  Street  District  are  defined  and  shown  on  a map  which  is 
attached  hereto,  which  map  is  a part  of  this  Ordinance.  The  delineation  of  the  DISTRICT 
area  boundaries  is  based  on  the  parcel  boundaries  shown  on  the  City  assessors  map 
labeled  Fruit  Street  Historic  District,  dated  October,  2007.

Clauses  22,  22 A,  22B,  22C,  22D  and  22E  currently  allow  for  veterans 
exemptions  of  various  types  and  amounts  between  a maximum  of  $400  and  $1,000.  Clause  37A 
currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  $500  for  a blind  person  owning  and  occupying  a property. 
Clause  4 1C  currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  $500  for  elderly  persons  owning  and  occupying 
a property.  Each  clause  has  certain  eligibility  requirements  that  must  be  satisfied  to  receive  the

Explanation: 

On  December  30,  1996,  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  unanimously 
approved  a resolution  to  create  a “Senior  Citizen  Tax  Incentive  Program”  to  be 
administered  by  the  Mayor’s  Office,  in  conjunction  with  the  Council  on  Aging. 

This  is  a very  popular  program  (with  18  applicants  in  FY2008,  for  instance)  as  many 
senior  citizens  lack  the  financial  resources  to  meet  rising  property  taxes. 

The  purpose  of  this  Order  is  to  bring  the  City’s  1996  resolution  in  line  with  the  2000  state 
law  (which  was  amended  in  2002),  and  to  further  protect  the  City’s  program.  The  state 
legislation  enables  communities  to  maintain  control  over  local  options,  and  as  such,  the 
Mayor’s  Office  will  continue  to  administer  the  program,  flmded  out  of  an  annual  line 
item,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Council  on  Aging.

XXVI-B  DEFINITIONS 

Clear  area:  Area  surrounding  a wind  turbine  to  be  kept  fi’ee  of  habitable  structures.  The 
area  shall  be  equal  to  the  circumference  around  the  tower,  where  the  radius  is  equal  to  the 
length  of  the  rotor  blade  measured  from  the  base  of  the  tower. 

Distributed  Generation:  Energy  generation  that  is  located  at  or  near  the  end-user. 

Height:  The  height  of  a turbine  measured  to  the  tip  of  the  blade  at  its  highest  point. 

Nacelle:  The  frame  and  housing  at  the  top  of  the  tower  that  encloses  the  gearbox  and 
generator  and  protects  them  from  the  weather. 

Rotor:  The  blades  and  hub  of  the  wind  turbine  that  rotate  during  turbine  operation. 

Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  (SPGA):  Board  designated  by  zoning  ordinance  or 
ordinance  with  the  authority  to  issue  special  permits.

Wind  energy  conversion  facility:  All  equipment,  machinery  and  structures  utilized  in 
connection  with  the  conversion  of  wind  to  electricity.  This  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to, 
all  transmission,  storage,  collection  and  supply  equipment,  substations,  transformers,  site 
access,  service  roads  and  machinery  associated  with  the  use.  A wind  energy  conversion 
facility  may  consist  of  one  or  more  wdnd  turbines. 

Wind  Monitoring  or  Meteorological  (“test”  or  “met”)  Towers:  Tower  used  for 
supporting  anemometer,  wind  vane  and  other  equipment  to  assess  the  wind  resource  at  a 
predetermined  height  above  the  ground. 

Wind  turbine:  A device  that  converts  kinetic  energy  of  the  wind  into  rotational  energy  to 
turn  an  electrical  generator  shaft.  A wind  turbine  typically  consists  of  a rotor,  nacelle  and 
supporting  tower. 

XXVI-C  APPLICABILITY  AND  CRITERIA 

1.  The  construction  of  any  wind  energy  conversion  facility  shall  be  permitted  in  the  I-l 
and  I- IB  zoning  districts,  a minimum  distance  of  300  feet  fi-om  a residential  zoning 
district,  subject  to  issuance  of  a Special  Permit  and  provided  the  proposed  use  complies 
with  all  Dimensional  and  Special  Permit  Regulations  set  forth  in  Sections  F and  G of  this 
ordinance. 

2.  Wind  monitoring  or  meteorological  towers  shall  be  permitted  in  the  I-l  and  I- IB 
zoning  districts,  a minimum  distance  of  300  feet  from  a residential  zoning  district,  subject 
to  issuance  of  a building  permit  for  a temporary  structure.  Only  one  monitoring  or 
meteorological  tower  per  lot  is  allowed. 

3.  All  such  wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  constructed  and  operated  in 
locations  that  minimize  adverse  visual,  safety,  and  environmental  impacts.  No  special 
permit  shall  be  granted  unless  the  special  permit  granting  authority  finds  in  writing  that: 

a.  The  proposed  use  is  in  harmony  with  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  ordinance; 

b.  the  proposed  location  is  an  appropriate  location  on  the  site; 

c.  the  use  will  be  sited,  designed,  and  operated  in  a manner  that  appropriately 
addresses  the  potential  impacts  to  the  neighborhood  and  community; 

d.  the  use  will  not  pose  a significant  adverse  impact  to  the  health  or  public  safety  of 
the  neighborhood; 

e.  there  will  be  no  serious  hazard  to  pedestrians  or  vehicles  from  the  use;  and 

f.  adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be  provided  for  proper  operation  of  the 
use. 

These  criteria  are  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  special  permit  criteria  outlined  in  Section  X-H- 
7. 

4.  Such  permits  may  also  impose  reasonable  conditions,  safeguards  and  limitations  on 
time  and  use  and  may  require  the  applicant  to  implement  all  reasonable  measures  to 
mitigate  unforeseen  adverse  impacts  of  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility,  should  they 
occur.

XXVI-D  SITE  CONTROL 

The  applicant  shall  submit  documentation  of  the  legal  right  to  install  and  use  the 
proposed  facility  at  the  time  of  application  for  a Special  Permit,  Documentation  should 
also  include  proof  of  control  over  the  clear  areas.  Control  shall  mean  legal  authority  to 
prevent  the  use  of  any  structure  within  the  clear  area  for  human  habitation  or  other  use 
permitting  human  occupancy. 

XXVI-E  PROOF  OF  LIABILITY  INSURANCE 

The  applicant  shall  be  required  to  provide  evidence  of  the  availability  of  liability 
insurance  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  loss  or  damage  to  persons  and  structures 
occasioned  by  the  failure  or  use  of  the  facility. 

XXVI-F  DISTRICT  REGULATIONS 

1.  Use  Regulations 

All  wind  energy  conversion  facilities  or  wind  monitoring  towers  shall  require  a building 
permit  and  may  be  permitted  as  follows  and  irrespective  of  whether  the  use  is  a principal 
or  accessory  use. 

2.  Dimensional  Requirements 

All  wind  energy  conversion  and  monitoring  facilities  shall  comply  with  the  requirements 
set  forth  in  this  section,  unless  waived  by  the  SPGA  as  part  of  the  Speeial  Permit  review 
process. 

a)  Height 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  no  higher  than  300  feet  above  the 
natural  grade.  Thfe  height  of  all  wind  turbines  shall  be  measured  to  the  highest 
point  reached  by  the  rotor  blades.  The  SPGA  may  allow  this  height  to  be 
exceeded  to  a maximum  of  400  feet  as  part  of  the  special  permit  process  if  the 
project  proppnent  can  demonstrate  that  the  additional  height  is  needed  and  that  the 
additional  benefits  of  the  higher  tower  outweigh  any  increased  adverse  impacts. 
Monopole  towers  are  the  preferred  type  of  support  for  wind  turbines. 

b)  Setback  and  Clear  Area 

1.  The  minimum  distance  from  the  base  of  any  wind  turbine  tower  to  any 
existing  habitable  residential  structure  shall  be  equal  to  3 times  the  hub 
height  of  the  wind  turbine. 

2.  In  addition,  in  order  to  ensure  public  safety  and  to  protect  the  interests  of 
neighboring  property  owners  , the  following  setbacks  shall  be  observed: 

a.  The  minimum  distance  from  the  base  of  any  wind  turbine  tower  to 
any  property  line  shall  be  150  feet. 

b.  There  shall  be  no  structures  intended  for  human  occupancy  in  the 
Clear  Area.

3.  Setback  Waivers 

The  SPGA  may  reduce  minimum  setback  distances  as  appropriate  based 
on  site-specific  conditions,  and  only  after  review  of  substantial  evidence, 
including  but  not  limited  to  detailed  engineering  reports  or  product 
engineering  certification,  which  demonstrate  that  safety  concerns  have 
been  minimized  and  that  setbacks  have  been  complied  with  to  a 
reasonable  extent. 

As  part  of  a waiver  request,  the  applicant  shall  be  required  to  provide 
evidence  of  liability  insurance  in  an  amount  and  for  duration  sufficient  to 
cover  loss  or  damage  to  persons,  structures,  or  property  occasioned  by  the 
failure  of  the  facility,  including  but  without  limitation  coverage  for 
adjacent  properties. 

Clear  Areas  may  not  be  waived. 

XXVI-G  SPECIAL  PERMIT  REGULATIONS 

The  SPGA  shall  grant  a Special  Permit  only  if  it  finds  that  the  proposal  complies  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  is  consistent  with  the  applicable  criteria  for  granting 
Special  Permits. 

1.  GENERAL 

Proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  consistent  with  all  applicable  local, 
state  and  federal  requirements,  including  but  not  limited  to  all  applicable  electrical, 
construction,  noise,  safety,  environmental  and  communications  requirements. 

2.  DESIGN  STANDARDS 

a)  Visual  Impact 

The  proponent  shall  demonstrate  through  project  siting  and  proposed  mitigation 
that  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  appropriately  addresses  any  impact  on  the 
visual  character  of  surrounding  neighborhoods  and  the  community.  This  may 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  information  regarding  site  selection,  turbine  design, 
buffering,  lighting  and  cable  layout. 

b)  Color 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  painted  a neutral,  low-contrasting,  non- 
reflective  color  that  blends  with  the  environment. 

c)  Equipment  Shelters 

All  equipment  necessary  for  monitoring  and  operation  of  the  wind  energy 
conversion  facilities  should  preferably  be  contained  within  the  turbine  tower.  If 
this  is  infeasible,  ancillary  equipment  may  be  located  outside  the  tower,  provided 
it  is  contained  either  within  an  underground  vault,  or  enclosed  within  a separate 
structure  or  behind  a year-round  landscape  or  vegetated  buffer. 
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d)  Lighting  and  Signage 

1.  Wind  turbines  shall  be  lighted  only  if  required  by  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  (FAA).  The  proponent  shall  provide  a copy  of  the  FAA’s 
determination  to  establish  the  required  markings  and/or  lights  for  the 
structure. 

2.  Lighting  of  equipment  structures  and  any  other  facilities  on  site  (except 
lighting  required  by  the  FAA)  shall  be  shielded  from  abutting  properties. 

3.  Signs  on  the  facility  shall  be  limited  to: 

a.  those  needed  to  identify  the  property,  and  the  owner  and  warn  of  any 
danger;  and, 

b.  educational  signs  providing  information  on  the  technology  and 
renewable  energy  usage. 

4.  All  signs  shall  comply  with  the  plans  approved  and  incorporated  by 
reference  in  a special  permit  granted  under  this  section. 

e)  Utility  Connections 

All  utility  connections  from  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  site  shall  be 
underground  to  the  nearest  utility  pole  or  transformer,  unless  the  applicant 
demonstrates  by  substantial  evidence  that  the  construction  of  such  underground 
facilities  would  be  unreasonable  owing  to  circumstances  related  to  the  soil 
conditions,  shape,  or  topography,  of  the  site  of  it  the  utility  provider  requests  the 
connections  to  be  made  above  ground.  The  electrical  transformers  for 
interconnections  may  be  above  ground  if  required  by  the  utility  provider. 

J)  Support  Towers 

Monopole  towers  are  the  preferred  type  of  support  for  the  wind  facilities. 


3.  ENVIRONMENTAL  STANDARDS 

a)  Wetlands 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  located  in  a manner  consistent  with  all 
applicable  local  and  state  wetlands  regulations.  Wetland  buffer  areas  may  be  used 
for  the  purposes  of  providing  a clear  area. 

b)  Land  Clearing/Open  Space/Rare  Species 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  designed  to  minimize  land  clearing  and 
fragmentation  of  open  space  areas  and  shall  avoid  permanently  protected  open 
space.  Wind  turbines  should  be  sited  to  make  use  of  previously  developed  areas 
wherever  possible.  Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  also  be  located  in  a 
manner  that  does  not  have  significant  negative  impacts  on  rare  species  in  the 
vicinity  (particularly  avian  species,  bats,  etc.). 

c)  Stormwater 

Stormwater  run-off  and  erosion  control  shall  be  managed  in  a manner  consistent 
with  all  applicable  state  and  local  regulations. 
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d)  Noise 

The  wind  energy  conversion  facility  and  associated  equipment  shall  conform  with 
Massachusetts  noise  regulations  (310  CMR  7.10).  An  analysis,  prepared  by  a 
qualified  engineer,  shall  be  presented  to  demonstrate  compliance  with  these  noise 
standards  and  be  consistent  with  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  guidance  for  noise  measurement.  In  addition,  conformance  with  the 
Performance  Standards  outlined  in  Section  XI  of  this  ordinance  must  be 
demonstrated. 

e)  Shadowing/Flicker 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  sited  in  a manner  that  does  not  result  in 
significant  shadowing  or  flicker  impacts.  The  proponent  has  the  burden  of  proving 
that  this  effect  does  not  have  significant  adverse  impact  on  neighboring  or 
adjacent  uses  either  through  siting  or  mitigation. 

J)  Safety  Standards 

No  hazardous  materials  or  waste  shall  be  discharged  on  the  site  of  any  wind 
energy  conversion  facility.  If  any  hazardous  materials  or  wastes  are  to  be  used  on 
site,  there  shall  be  provisions  for  full  containment  of  such  materials  or  waste.  An 
enclosed  containment  area,  designed  to  contain  at  least  110  percent  of  the  volume 
of  the  hazardous  materials  or  waste  stored  or  used  on  the  site  may  be  required  to 
meet  this  requirement. 

The  wind  energy  conversion  towers  shall  also  be  designed  to  prevent 
unauthorized  access  (for  example,  by  construction  of  a fenced  enclosure  or  locked 
access). 

g)  Emergency  Services 

The  applicant  shall  provide  a copy  of  the  project  summary  and  site  plan  to  local 
fire  and  police  departments.  The  applicant  shall  cooperate  with  local  police  and 
fire  in  developing  an  emergency  response  plan. 


XXVI-H  APPLICATION  PROCEDURES 

1.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  (SPGA) 

The  SPGA  for  wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

2.  Pre-Application  Conference 

Prior  to  the  submission  of  an  application  for  a Special  Permit  under  this  regulation,  the 
applicant  is  strongly  encouraged  to  meet  with  the  SPGA  at  a public  meeting  to  discuss 
the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility  in  general  terms  and  to  clarify  the  filing 
requirements.  The  SPGA  shall  make  reasonable  efforts  to  meet  with  an  applicant  under 
this  regulation  following  a written  request  submitted  to  the  SPGA  and  the  Clerk. 
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3.  Pre-Application  Filing  Requirements 

The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  to  inform  the  SPGA  as  to  the  preliminary  nature  of  the 
proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility.  As  such,  no  formal  filings  are  required  for  the 
pre-application  conference.  However,  the  applicant  is  encouraged  to  prepare  sufficient 
preliminary  architectural  and/or  engineering  drawings  to  inform  the  SPGA  of  the  location 
of  the  proposed  facility,  as  well  as  its  scale  and  overall  design. 

4.  Application  Filing  Requirements 

The  following  shall  be  included  with  an  application  for  a Special  Permit  for  each  wind 
energy  conversion  facility; 

A.  General  Filing  Requirements 

1.  Name,  address,  telephone  number  and  original  signature  (photo- 
reproductions of  signatures  will  not  be  accepted)  of  applicant  and  any  co- 
applicants. Co-applicants  may  include  the  landowner  of  the  subject 
property  or  the  operator  of  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility.  If 
telecommunications  antennae  are  proposed,  a telecommunications  carrier 
should  be  a co-applicant. 

2.  If  the  applicant  or  co-applicant  will  be  represented  by  an  agent,  the  name, 
address  and  telephone  number  shall  be  provided  as  well  as  original 
signature  authorizing  the  agent  to  represent  the  applicant  and/or  co- 
applicant shall  be  provided.  Photo-reproductions  of  signatures  will  not  be 
accepted. 

3.  Documentation  of  the  legal  right  to  install  and  use  the  proposed  facility 
and  proof  of  control  over  the  clear  area,  per  Section  D of  these  regulations. 


B.  Location  Filing  Requirements 

1.  Identify  the  subject  property  by  including  the  City  as  well  as  the  name  of 
the  locality,  name  of  the  nearest  road  or  roads,  and  street  address,  if  any 

2.  Tax  map  and  parcel  number  of  subject  property 

3 . Zoning  district  designation  for  the  subject  parcel. 

4.  A line  map  to  scale  showing  the  lot  lines  of  the  subject  property  and  all 
properties  within  300  feet  of  the  property  lines,  as  well  as  the  location  of 
all  buildings,  including  accessory  structures,  on  all  properties  shown.  In 
addition,  the  map  shall  show  the  distance  to  any  residential  zoning  district 
if  within  500  feet  of  the  property  line,  and  any  residential  stmctures  within 
a distance  of  3 times  the  hub  height  of  the  turbine. 

C.  Siting  and  Design  Filing  Requirements 

1.  ViCINITY/SiTE  Map 

A one-inch-equals-40  feet  vicinity  plan,  signed  and  sealed  by  a Registered 
Professional  Engineer  or  Licensed  Surveyor  showing  the  following: 
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a)  Property  lines  for  the  subject  property  and  all  properties  adjacent  to  the 
subject  property  within  300  feet. 

. b)  Outline  of  all  existing  buildings,  including  purpose  (e.g.,  residential 
buildings,  garages,  accessory  structures,  etc.)  on  subject  property  and  all 
adjacent  properties  within  300  feet.  Distances,  at  grade,  from  the  proposed 
wind  energy  conversion  facility  to  each  building  on  the  vicinity  plan  shall 
be  shown. 

c)  Proposed  location  of  wind  energy  conversion  facility,  including  all 
turbines,  fencing,  associated  ground  equipment,  transmission 
infrastructure  and  access  roads.  Including: 

1)  Location  of  all  roads,  public  and  private,  on  the  subject  property 
and  on  all  adjacent  properties  within  300  feet  including  driveways 
proposed  to  serve  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility, 

2)  All  proposed  changes  to  the  existing  property,  including 
grading,  vegetation  removal  and  temporary  or  permanent  roads  and 
driveways, 

3)  Representations,  dimensioned  and  to  scale,  of  the  proposed 
facility,  including  cable  locations,  parking  areas  and  any  other 
construction  or  development  attendant  to  the  wind  energy 
conversion  facility. 

d)  Tree  cover  and  average  height  of  trees  on  the  subject  property  and 
adjacent  properties  within  300  feet. 

e)  Contours  at  each  two  feet  Above  Mean  Sea  Level  (AMSL)  for  the 
subject  property  and  adjacent  properties  within  300  feet. 

f)  Representation  of  location  of  viewpoint  for  the  sight-line  diagram 
referenced  below. 

2.  Sight  lines  and  photographs 

Sight  lines  and  photographs  as  described  below: 

a)  Sight-line  representation.  The  SPGA  shall  select  four  or  more  sight 
lines  for  pre-  and  post-construction  view  representations.  Sites  for  view 
representations  shall  be  selected  from  populated  areas  or  public  ways 
within  a 2-mile  radius  for  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility.  View 
representations  shall  have  the  following  characteristics: 

1.  A sight-line  representation  shall  be  drawn  from  representative 
locations  that  show  the  lowest  point  of  the  turbine  tower  visible 
from  each  location.  Each  sight  line  shall  be  depicted  in  profile, 
drawn  at  one  inch  equals  40  feet.  The  profiles  shall  show  all 
intervening  trees  and  buildings.  There  shall  be  at  least  two  sight 
line  representations  illustrating  the  visibility  of  the  facility  from 
surrounding  areas  such  as  the  closest  habitable  structures  or  nearby 
public  roads  or  areas. 
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2.  Existing  (before  condition)  photographs.  A color  photograph  of 
the  current  view  shall  be  submitted  from  at  least  two  locations  to 
show  the  existing  situation, 

3.  Proposed  (after  condition).  Each  of  the  existing-condition 
photographs  shall  have  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion 
facility  superimposed  on  it  to  accurately  simulate  the  proposed 
wind  energy  conversion  facility  when  built  and  illustrate  its  total 
height,  width  and  breadth. 

4.  Representation  shall  include  a description  of  the  technical 
procedures  followed  in  producing  the  photographs  and 
visualization  (distances,  angle,  lens,  etc.). 

3 . Balloon  or  Crane  Test 

After  opening  the  public  hearing,  the  applicant  shall  arrange  for  a balloon 
or  crane  test  at  the  proposed  site  to  illustrate  the  height  of  the  proposed 
facility.  The  date,  time  and  location  of  such  test  shall  be  advertised  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  at  least  14  days,  but  not  more 
than  21  days  prior  to  the  test.  Such  advertisement  shall  be  made  at  the 
expense  of  the  applicant.  In  addition,  notice  shall  be  provided  to  the  City, 
abutters  and  abutters  to  abutters  within  300  feet  as  certified  by  the 
Assessor’s  Department,  with  proof  of  certification,  abutting  Historic 
Commissions  and  an  identical  courtesy  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  Tovra 
Clerks  of  all  adjacent  municipalities. 

4.  Elevations 

Siting  elevations,  or  views  at-grade  from  the  north,  south,  east  and  west 
for  a 50-foot  radius  around  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility. 
Elevations  shall  be  at  either  one-quarter  inch  equals  one  foot  and  show  the 
following: 

a)  Wind  energy  conversion  facility  and  if  applicable  the  security 
barrier  and  associated  equipment,  with  total  elevation  dimensions 
of  all  parts  of  the  facility. 

b)  Security  barrier.  If  the  security  barrier  will  block  views  of  the 
wind  energy  conversion  facility,  the  barrier  drawing  shall  be  cut 
away  to  show  the  view  behind  the  barrier. 

c)  Any  and  all  structures  on  the  subject  property. 

d)  Existing  trees  and  shrubs  at  current  height  and  proposed  trees 
and  shmbs  at  proposed  height  at  time  of  installation,  with 
approximate  elevations  dimensioned. 

e)  Grade  changes,  or  cuts  and  fills,  to  be  shown  as  original  grade 
and  new  grade  line,  with  two-foot  contours  above  mean  sea  level. 
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5.  Materials 

a)  Specifications  for  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility 
shall  be  provided  for  all  equipment  and  attendant  facilities. 

b)  Materials  of  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility 
specified  by  type  and  specific  treatment.  These  shall  be  provided 
for  the  wind  turbine  tower  and  all  other  proposed 
equipment/facilities. 

c)  Colors  of  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility 
represented  by  a color  board  showing  actual  colors  proposed. 

6.  Landscape  Plan 

A Landscape  plan  including  existing  trees  and  shrubs  and  those  proposed 
to  be  added  or  removed,  identified  by  size  of  specimen  at  installation  and 
species. 

7.  Lighting  Plan 

If  lighting  of  the  site  or  turbine  is  proposed  (other  than  FAA  lights),  the 
applicant  shall  submit  a manufacturer’s  computer-generated  point-to-point 
printout,  indicating  the  horizontal  foot-candle  levels  at  grade,  within  the 
property  to  be  developed  and  25  feet  beyond  the  property  lines.  The 
printout  shall  indicate  the  locations  and  types  of  luminaires  proposed. 

D.  Environmental  Requirements 

1 . NOISE  Filing  Requirements 

The  applicant  shall  provide  a statement  listing  the  existing  noise  levels  and  the 
maximum  future  projected  noise  levels  from  the  proposed  wind  energy 
conversion  facility,  measured  in  decibels,  for  the  following: 

a.  Existing,  or  ambient:  the  measurement  of  existing  noise  at  the  property 
boundaries,  building  of  abutters  and  nearest  inhabited  residence. 

b.  Existing  plus  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility:  maximum 
estimate  of  noise  from  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility 
plus  existing  noise  environment.  Such  statement  shall  be  certified  and 
signed  by  a qualified  engineer,  stating  that  noise  projections  are 
accurate  and  meet  the  noise  standards  of  this  ordinance  and  applicable 
state  requirements. 

These  criteria  shall  be  measured  at  both  the  property  line  and  the  nearest  inhabited 
residence.  The  applicant  shall  also  submit  information  illustrating  how  the  project 
is  consistent  with  the  Performance  Standards  of  this  ordinance  (Section  XI). 

2.  Operation  and  Maintenance  Plan 

The  applicant  shall  submit  a plan  for  maintenance  of  access  roads  and  stormwater 
controls,  as  well  as  general  procedures  for  operational  maintenance  of  the  wind 
energy  conversion  facility. 
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E.  Other 

The  SPGA  may  require  additional  information  of  the  applicant,  as  necessary,  to 
illustrate  how  the  project  is  consistent  with  the  standards  of  this  ordinance. 


XXVI-I  PEER  REVIEW 

Upon  submission  of  an  application  for  a special  permit,  the  special  permit  granting 
authority ' is  authorized  to  hire  a technical  expert/consultant  to  verify  information 
presented  by  the  applicant.  The  cost  for  such  a technical  expert/consultant  will  be  at  the 
expense  of  the  applicant,  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  Chapter  40A  Section  9,  M.G.L.  Chapter  44 
Section  53G,  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  Rules  and  Regulations. 

XXVI-J  USE  BY  TELECOMMUNICATIONS  CARRIERS 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  may  be  used  to  locate  telecommunications  antennas, 
subject  to  applicable  regulations  governing  such  uses,  subject  to  Section  XX  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance,  and  subject  to  the  following  requirements: 

a)  All  ground-mounted  telecommunications  equipment  shall  be  located  in  either  a 
shelter,  within  the  wind  turbine  tower  or  otherwise  screened  from  view  year- 
round  (either  through  effective  landscaping  or  existing  natural  vegetated  buffers); 

b)  Antennas  shall  be  flush-mounted  to  be  in  keeping  with  the  design  of  the  wind 
turbine  tower;  and 

c)  All  cabling  associated  with  the  personal  wireless  facility  shall  be  contained 
within  the  tower  structure  or  enclosed  within  a conduit  painted  to  match  the 
turbine  mount. 

XXVI-K  MODIFICATIONS 

All  modifications  to  a wind  energy  conversion  facility  made  after  issuance  of  the 
Special  Permit  shall  require  approval  by  the  SPGA  in  accordance  with  the  City’s  existing 
process  for  modifications  to  Special  Permit  approvals. 

XXVI-L  MONITORING  AND  MAINTENANCE 

1 . After  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  is  operational,  the  applicant  shall  submit 
to  the  City’s  Building  Inspector  at  annual  intervals  from  the  date  of  issuance  of 
the  Special  Permit,  a report  detailing  operating  data  for  the  facility  (including  but 
not  limited  to  days  of  operation,  energy  production,  and  a certification  of 
compliance  with  noise  regulations,  such  measurements  to  be  signed  by  an 
acoustical  engineer  stating  that  the  noise  measurement  are  accurate  and  meeting 
the  noise  regulation  sub-section  of  this  ordinance  etc.). 

2.  The  applicant  shall  maintain  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  in  good 
condition.  Such  maintenance  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  painting, 
stmctural  integrity  of  the  foundation  and  support  structure  and  security  barrier  (if 
applicable),  and  maintenance  of  the  buffer  areas  and  landscaping  if  present.  Site 
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access  shall  be  maintained  to  a level  acceptable  to  the  Fire  Chief.  The  project 
owner  shall  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  wind  energy  conversion 
facility  and  access  road,  unless  accepted  as  a public  way,  and  the  cost  of  repairing 
any  damage  occurring  as  a result  of  operation  and  construction. 

3.  Notice  shall  be  provided  to  the  City  of  any  change  in  owner  of  the  facility. 

XXVI-M  ABANDONMENT  OR  DISCONTINUATION  OF  USE 

1.  At  such  time  that  a wind  energy  conversion  facility  is  scheduled  to  be  abandoned  or 
discontinued,  the  applicant  will  notify  the  City  by  certified  U.S.  mail  of  the  proposed 
date  of  abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  operations.  In  the  event  that  an  applicant 
fails  to  give  such  notice,  the  facility  shall  be  considered  abandoned  or  discontinued  if 
the  facility  is  inoperable  for  180  days.  In  the  case  of  a multi-turbine  facility,  the 
SPGA  shall  determine  in  its  decision  what  proportion  of  the  facility  would  be 
inoperable  for  the  facility  to  be  considered  abandoned. 

2.  Upon  abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  use,  the  owner  shall  physically  remove  the 
wind  energy  conversion  facility  within  90  days  from  the  date  of  abandonment  or 
discontinuation  of  use.  This  period  may  be  extended  at  the  request  of  the  operator  and 
at  the  discretion  of  the  SPGA.  “Physically  remove”  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited 
to: 

a)  Removal  of  the  wind  turbine  an^  tower,  all  machinery,  equipment,  equipment 
shelters,  security  barriers  and  all  appurtenant  structures  from  the  subject  property, 

b)  Proper  disposal  of  all  solid  or  hazardous  materials  and  wastes  from  the  site  in 
accordance  with  local  and  state  solid  waste  disposal  regulations, 

c)  Restoration  of  the  location  of  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  to  its  natural 
condition,  except  that  any  landscaping,  grading  or  below-grade  foundation  may 
remain  in  the  after-condition. 

3.  If  an  applicant  fails  to  remove  a wind  energy  conversion  facility  in  accordance  with 
this  section  of  this  ordinance,  the  City  shall  have  the  authority  to  enter  the  subject 
property  and  physically  remove  the  facility.  The  SPGA  may  require  the  applicant  to 
provide  a form  of  surety  (i.e.  post  a bond,  letter  of  credit  or  establish  an  escrow 
account  or  other)  at  the  SPGA’s  election  at  the  time  of  construction  to  cover  costs 
of  the  removal  in  the  event  the  City  must  remove  the  facility.  The  amount  of  such 
surety  shall  be  equal  to  150  percent  of  the  cost  of  compliance  with  this  section.  The 
applicant  shall  submit  a fully  inclusive  estimate  of  the  costs  associated  with 
removal,  prepared  by  a qualified  engineer.  The  amount  shall  include  a mechanism 
for  a Cost  of  Living  Adjustment  after  10  and  15  years. 

XXVI-N  TERM  OF  SPECIAL  PERMIT 

1.  A Special  Permit  issued  for  any  wind  energy  conversion  facility  shall  be  valid  for  25 
years,  unless  extended  or  renewed.  The  time  period  may  be  extended  or  the  Special 
Permit  may  be  renewed  upon  satisfactory  operation  of  the  facility.  At  the  end  of  that 
time  period,  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  shall  be  removed  by  the  applicant. 
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Section  XXVI  Wind  Energy  Conversion  Facilities 


2.  The  applicant  or  facility  owner  shall  maintain  a phone  number  and  identify  a 
responsible  person  for  the  public  to  contact  with  inquiries  and  complaints  throughout 
the  life  of  the  project.  They  shall  provide  this  contact  information  to  the  City 
annually.

Zoning  Ordinance  Amendment: 

Section  IX.  Nonconforming  Uses,  Structures  and  Lots 

THAT  the  Zoning  Ordinance  be  amended  pursuant  to  Section  XII-B  Adoption  and 
Amendment  by  the  addition  of  the  following: 

Section  IX-G:  Reconstruction  after  Catastrophe 


Any  nonconforming  structure  or  any  structure  occupied  by  a nonconforming  use 
which  is  damaged  in  part  or  in  total  by  catastrophe  may  be  reconstructed  in 
accordance  with  the  following  provisions: 


1 . The  floor  area,  ground  coverage,  number  of  stories,  footprint  and  the  height  of 
the  structure  in  existence  before  the  catastrophe  shall  delimit  the  maximum 
permissible  size  and  shape  of  the  rebuilt  structure.  The  assessor,  planning 
director  and  building  commissioner  shall  determine  the  height  of  the  stmcture 
prior  to  issuance  of  a building  permit. 

2.  Reconstruction  of  said  premises  shall  commence  within  two  (2)  years  after 
such  catastrophe;  such  period  may  be  extended  for  one  (1)  year  if  good  cause

The  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  v^ith  the  primary  responsibility  of 
administering  and  enforcing  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (General  Laws  Chapter 
131,  Section  40),  the  Newburyport  Wetlands  Ordinance,  and  for  the  administration  of  the 
Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  Program  within  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  Commission,  over  the  course  of  23  public  meetings, 
conducted  public  hearings  on  26  Notices  of  Intent  (one  of  which  was  an  Abbreviated  Notice  of 
Resource  Area  Delineation)  and  6 Requests  for  Amended  Orders  of  Conditions. 

From  these,  25  Notices  of  Intent  were  approved  subject  to  appropriate  conditions,  1 was 
withdrawn,  none  were  denied,  5 amendments  were  issued  and  1 Request  for  an  Amended  Order 
denied.  There  were  no  Abbreviated  Notices  of  Intent  filed  with  the  Commission  in  this  fiscal 


year. 


The  Commission  also  received  14  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  of  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act,  issuing  12  Negative  and  1 Positive  Determinations.  One  request  was  withdrawn. 
The  Commission  also  issued  21  Certificates  of  Compliance  and  1 partial  Certificate  of 
Compliance. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  generated  funds  from  filing  fees  established  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  As  established  by  legislation,  these  fimds  have 
been  placed  in  a separate  account  to  be  appropriated  only  for  conservation  purposes. 

The  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  has  six  full  time  members.  Current  members 
include  Joe  Teixeira,  Stephen  Moore,  Dan  Warchol,  Mary  Casey,  Doug  Muir,  and  Paul  Healy.

Council  on  Aging  Annual  Report  - FY  2008 


The  mission  of  the  Council  on  Aging  is  to  advocate  for  Newburyport's  older  adults,  to  identify  their  needs,  to 
develop  and  implement  services  to  meet  their  health,  economic,  social  and  cultural  needs,  to  encourage 
maximum  independence,  and  to  improve  their  quality  of  life.  A variety  of  programs  were  offered  during 
FY’08  in  support  of  the  mission.  These  include  transportation  (6261  rides  were  provided  to  322  individuals 
during  FY’2008);  health  clinics  for  blood  pressure,  cholesterol  screening,  flu  shots,  hearing  tests,  and 
podiatry;  exercise  and  dance  classes;  application  assistance  for  housing,  home  care  services,  tax  form 
preparation,  food  stamps,  fuel  assistance  and  health  and  disability  insurance,  support  groups  for  legally 
blind  elders;  weekly  bingo  and  bridge  parties;  a book  club,  a trips  program,  and  knitting  (774  hand  made 
pieces  were  donated  during  FY  2008  to  the  Seacoast  Birth  Center  and  the  Sub-Acute  Unit  at  the  Anna 
Jaques  Hospital).  A monthly  newsletter  with  information  about  available  services  and  programs  was 
distributed  every  month,  and  telephone  calls  to  the  Council  on  Aging  seeing  information  continue  to 
average  about  55  per  day. 

Council  on  Aging  administrative  office  and  dispatch  center  is  located  in  the  Salvation  Army  building. 
Newburyport  does  not  have  one  central  location  for  senior  citizen  services.  Programs  are  located  in  a 
variety  of  locations;  the  Elks  Hall,  The  Public  Library,  People’s  United  Methodist  Church  on  Purchase 
Street,  Heritage  House,  and  at  Atria  Merrimack  Place.  The  COA  vans  are  garaged  at  the  DPW,  the 
Emergency  Operations  Center,  and  the  Salvation  Army  building. 

The  Council  on  Aging  staff  consists  of  a full-time  Director,  a full-time  Administrative  Assistant,  a part-time 
(grant  funded)  Outreach  Worker,  2 full  time  van  drivers  and  3 part  time  van  drivers.  There  are  56 
volunteers  participating  in  14  different  programs. 

Collaborations  continue  with  the  Merrimack  Valley  Legal  Services,  Northern  Essex  Elder  Transport 
(transportation  to  out-of-town  destinations).  Community  Action  (fuel  assistance  and  weatherization 
programs).  Elder  Services  of  the  Merrimack  Valley  (home  care  and  protective  service  programs,  job 
training  and  health  clinics),  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  (health  insurance  counseling,  and  the 
annual  Formula  Grant),  AARP  (income  tax  counseling),  Merrimac  Valley  Nutrition  Program  (congregate 
and  home-delivered  meals),  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Blind  (low  vision  support  group),  a 
Community  Needs  Task  Force,  The  Essex  County  Sheriffs  Office  (TRIAD  - a safety  awareness  program 
designed  to  reduce  criminal  victimization,  promote  crime  prevention  and  safety  awareness  and  serve  the 
needs  of  the  senior  community).  The  Massachusetts  Association  of  Councils  on  Aging,  and  the  Merrimac 
Valley  Council  on  Aging  Directors  Association.  The  FRIENDS  of  Newburyport  Council  on  Aging  continues 
to  seek  funding  for  a senior  center,  and  continues  a very  successful  collaboration  with  the  COA  on  an 
expanded  trips  program.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  Annual  Report  for  the  Fiscal  year  2007. 

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  has  provided  services  to  the  community  for  the  protection  of  public  health 
and  the  environment.  The  Health  Department  acting  under  the  Board  of  Health  on  a day  to  day  basis  does  all 
administrative  work  required  by  law,  does  complaint  intake  and  investigation  and  issues  orders  for  non 
compliance  daily. 

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  permitting  and  inspecting  the  following  types  of  business  that  operate 
in  the  city:

In  addition  the  Health  Department  is  required  by  law  to  conduct  housing  inspections  when  requested, 
investigate  nuisances,  inspect  Plum  Island  properties,  inspect  septic  systems,  and  investigates  all  other  public 
health  and  environmental  threats. 

The  city  is  also  a member  of  the  Region  3A  Bio  Terrorism  Health  Coalition  and  is  required  to  prepare  all  hazard 
plans,  provide  emergency  response  supplies,  acquire  adequate  training,  establish  emergency  dispensing  sites,  and 
prepare  to  respond  to  natural  and  man-made  disasters.  The  Health  Department  is  also  a member  of  the  LEPC 
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(local  emergency  planning  committee)  and  the  NEREPC  (Northern  Essex  Regional  Emergency  Planning 
Committee)  and  participates  in  monthly  meetings  to  continue  on  going  training  and  education  in  preparation  for 
emergencies. 

Nursing  services  for  the  Board  of  Health  are  provided  by  contract  through  Home  Health  Care  Visiting  Nurse 
Association.  Annual  flu  clinics,  monthly  wellness  clinics,  communicable  diseases  investigations,  and  expertise  are 
provided  by  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  under  its  yearly  contract.

Oversight  of  solid  waste  collection,  recycling,  composting  operations.  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Animal 
Control  and  the  Animal  Inspector  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Health.

Recycling 


In  follow-up  to  last  years  successful  Newburyport  Goes  Green  Initiative  and  parmership  between  the  city,  The 
Newburyport  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Seacoast  Energy  and  Environmental  Design  (SEED),  The  Greater 
Newburyport  Eco  Collaborative  has  been  established  to  carry  on  the  partnership  initiatives.  The  organization 
was  established  in  July  2008  with  a simple  mission  “to  foster  a greener  Greater  Newburyport”  with  founding 
members  being  the  city,  the  chamber,  and  an  environmental  network  consisting  of  many  of  the  area’s 
environmental  non-profits.  Molly  Ettenborough  is  the  current  interim  program  manager  with  an  operating 
team  of  volunteers  to  support  the  work.  The  Eco  Collaborative  hosted  the  second  annual  Green  Expo  with  a 
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focus  on  energy  efficiency  and  the  green  economy  this  past  fall  and  will  host  Earth  Day  activities  during  the 
week  of  April  20.  All  of  these  activities  involve  each  school’s  green  team,  residents,  and  local  business  to  bring 
awareness  and  education  to  the  many  present  day  “green”  issues. 

Area  school’s  green  teams  were  very  active  in  2008.  At  the  start  of  school,  we  hosted  green  assemblies  to  inform 
students  about  the  three  R’s  and  give  them  tips  on  how  they  can  reduce,  reuse  and  recycle  both  at  school  and  at 
home.  The  Bresnahan  School  has  continued  with  their  own  electronic  recycling  campaign  and  has  started  a 
sports  equipment  swap.  The  Molin  School  and  High  School  began  in  earnest  their  cafeteria  recycling  efforts 
including  making  sure  tliat  the  kitchen  staff  was  recycling  and  looking  at  alternatives  to  the  Styrofoam  trays 
currently  in  use.  In  addition  to  school  training  and  education,  there  have  been  numerous  trainings  and 
educational  seminars  for  housing/ apartment  complexes,  as  well  as,  business  organizations  as  well  as  the  usual 
daily  inquiries  and  responses. 

Over  the  course  of  the  year,  Jack  Morris  and  MoUy  Ettenborough  worked  closely  with  DEP  and  The  Town  of 
Amesbury  as  we  sought  competitive  pricing  information  for  solid  waste  collection  and  transportation,  recycling 
collection,  transportation,  and  processing  and  yard  waste  collection  and  transportation.  The  process  began  with 
Invitation  for  Information  to  a number  of  vendors  and  resulted  in  11  vendors  submitting  prices.  The  key 
contract  specifications  included  a 4 V2-year  contract  with  two  renewal  options  of  five  years  apiece.  The  focus 
was  to  establish  a long-term  relationship  with  a vendor  so  that  contract  pricing  could  be  improved,  solid  waste 
tonnage  could  be  decreased  and  recycling  and  our  rebate  on  recycling  could  be  increased.  The  disposal  contract 
was  also  separated  out  from  the  collection  and  transportation  contract  so  that  we  could  control  disposal  pricing, 
monitor  actual  tonnage  figures,  and  make  improvements  based  on  routes.  Our  goal  to  reduce  costs  wherever 
possible  while  also  increasing  services  and  revenue  from  recycling  is  being  met  thus  far. 

Residents  continue  to  participate  in  drop-off  recycling  at  the  Crow  Lane  Recycling  Center.  With  the  results  from 
an  annual  survey,  we  recognized  that  residents  would  prefer  more  opportunities  to  drop  off  electronics  as  well  as 
to  provide  metals  drop-off.  With  that,  we  have  now  placed  containers  at  the  recycling  center  for  both  items  and 
residents  can  now  drop-off  electronics  and  metals  during  our  regular  monthly  drop-off  versus  just  2-3  times  per 
year.  We  are  also  speaking  to  local  environmental  companies  to  see  if  they  can  provide  household  hazardous 
waste  (HHW)  removal  at  a lower  cost  than  the  current  vendor  Clean  Harbors  does  for  our  annual  HHW  Day. 

There  have  been  a number  of  grant  requests  made  through  the  DEP’s  Sustainability  Grant  of  which  we  are  still 
awaiting  results  pending  the  state’s  final  budget  recommendations.  Those  requests  include  permanent  public 
space  containers,  city  wide  idling  reduction  toolkit,  school  chemical  management  assistance  and  waste  reduction 
technical  assistance. 

As  with  many  other  municipal  recycling  offices,  the  Newburyport  recycling  office  has  become  a center  for 
energy  and  energy  efficiency  issues  for  the  city.  With  funding  from  The  Eco  Collaborative,  a college  intern  was 
hired  to  conduct  energy  analysis  for  all  of  the  city’s  municipal  buildings,  which  resulted  in  a benchmarking  study 
of  municipal  energy  usage  and  data.  Another  grant  that  was  submitted  last  year  through  the  Division  of  Energy 
Resources  was  filed  and  was  awarded  to  conduct  a more  in-depth  audit  of  city  building  energy  usage  and 
efficiency  upgrades.  Both  the  audit  and  benchmarking  are  necessary  steps  that  the  city  must  undertake  to  be 
compliant  for  the  Green  Communities  Act,  which  begins  in  2009.  The  Green  Communities  Act  is  a state 
program  that  will  provide  up  to  $10  million  annually  in  grants  and  loans  to  qualifying  communities.  There  are  a 
number  of  qualifications  needed  such  as;  as  of  right  sitting,  expedited  application  permitting,  energy  use  baseline 
inventory  with  a program  to  reduce  baseline  by  20%  in  5 years,  the  purchase  of  fuel-efficient  vehicles,  and 
residential  construction  energy  criteria. 

We  are  currendy  undergoing  a review  of  activity  at  the  compost  facility  in  response  to  neighborhood  complaints 
about  odors.  We  wiU  present  the  Board  of  Health  with  all  possible  scenarios  and  alternatives  for  management  of 
the  compost  facihty  at  the  March  board  meeting.  At  this  time,  it  is  closed  and  will  re-open  on  April  14,  2009. 
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Annual  Report  for  the  Animal  Control  Department 


Introduction 

The  Animal  Control  Officer  enforces  the  city  ordinances  regarding  animals;  educates  the  public  on 
important  issues  concerning  animals  both  wild  and  domestic;  and  looks  after  the  safety  and  welfare  of  pets  and 
their  owners. 

Current  Program/ Services 

The  following  services  are  performed  by  the  Animal  Control  Officer/ Animal  Inspector 

• Educate  the  public 

• Promote  humane  treatment  of  animals 

• Rescue  injured  animals  both  domestic  and  wildlife  and  find  immediate  treatment 

• Pick  up  animals 

• Provide  shelter  and  care  for  lost  and  homeless  domestic  animals 

• Animal  adoption  program 

• Trap  domestic  and  wildlife  animals 

• Investigate  cruelty  complaints 

• Investigate  barking  complaints 

• Work  with  Red  Cross  and  Emergency  Management  (during  a disaster)  to  capture  and 
house  animals 

• Enforce  pooper-scooper  law 

• Issue  citations  and  attend  court 

• Investigate  bites  and  quarantine  animals 

• Report  quarantined  animals  to  the  Massachusetts  Rabies  Coordinator 

• Enforce  quarantine  orders 

• Pick  up  and  dispose  of  dead  animals 

• Work  with  local  animals  rescues  when  necessary 

• Provide  24  hour  emergency  service  for  life  or  health  threatening  situations 

• Give  advice  on  animals  in  general 

• Inspect  bams  annually  and  complete  follow  up  with  State  if  necessary 

• Investigate  potential  rabid  animals  or  ■wildhfe  and  euthanize  for  testing  if  necessary 

• Euthanize,  by  means  of  a firearm,  sick  or  injured  wildlife  posing  a threat  to  humans  or 
domestic  animals  or  to  humanely  relieve  the  animal  from  suffering 


Resources 

The  Animal  Control  Officer  worked  a 25-32  hour  week  over  the  course  of  FY2008.  This  includes  the  duties  of 
the  Animal  Inspector. 


Animal  Shelter 

Approximately  52  cats  passed  through  the  Newburyport  Animal  Shelter  (NAS)  in  FY2008.  All  but  nine  were 
unclaimed  and  went  on  to  Merrimac  River  Feline  Rescue  Society  (MRFRS)  at  no  cost  to  the  city  because  of  the 
current  agreement  between  NAS  and  MRFRS.  This  unwritten  agreement  provides  that  MRFRS  wiU  take  all 
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unclaimed  cats  firom  the  city  after  a minimum  ten  day  hold  by  the  NAS.  Often  due  to  space  limitations  MRFRS 
will  request  NAS  to  hold  cats  for  longer  periods.  They  have  a formal  process  for  this.  MRFRS  paid  for  95%  of 
all  unclaimed  cat  medical  care  for  NAS  cats  during  the  course  of  FY  2008.  Food  for  the  cats  is  provided 
completely  through  donations  from  the  public  at  food  drop  off  sites  and  at  the  shelter. 

Summary 

The  Animal  Control  Officer/ Animal  Inspector  helps  to  maintain  the  health  and  safety  of  pets  and  protects  city 
residents  from  problem  animals.  The  Animal  Control  Officer/ Animal  Inspector  wiU  answer  all  complaints  in  a 
timely,  professional,  and  courteous  manner.

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The  Newburyport  Public  Library  staff  responded  to  the  challenges  that  accompany 
increased  activity,  employee  transition  and  scheduled  and  unscheduled  technology 
upgrades  throughout  this  fiscal  year. 

FY’08  was  the  busiest  year  on  record  for  the  Library  and  the  first  time  that  the  main 
Library  directly  circulated  more  than  300,000  items,  which  was  a 7.75%  increase  over  the 
previous  year  and  a 22%  increase  over  the  past  three  years.  Our  laser  coimter  recorded 
282, 967  library  visits  indicating  a 4%  increase  over  Fy’07  and  an  8.75%  increase  since 
2005.  Since  the  opening  of  our  renovated  and  expanded  facility  in  2001  our  use  has 
tripled. 

The  adult,  children’s  and  teen  librarians  offered  236  programs  to  4,756  attendees. 
Additionally,  the  Library  partnered  with  UMass-Boston  radio  station,  Newburyport  Adult 
Education  and  the  Literary  Festival  to  participate  in  The  Big  Read,  an  initiative  of  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  The  Library  offered  related  programs  and  extra 
copies  of  “To  Kill  A Mockingbird”,  the  title  of  choice  for  this  community  read  program. 
During  the  Literary  Festival  in  April  the  Library  once  again  served  as  the  welcome  center 
for  the  authors  and  was  a major  hub  for  its  programs  scheduled  throughout  the  day.  New 
services  this  year  included  a Library  sponsored  book  club  and  the  introduction  of 
Playaways,  a recorded  book  format  that  is  totally  portable  and  does  not  require  the  use  of 
any  other  equipment  to  listen  to  an  imabridged  book. 

With  staff  departures  and  a retirement,  new  staff  was  hired  and  now  enhance  our 
collective  expertise  within  the  Information  Services  Department.  They  and  other  staff 
responded  to  22,470  inquiries  during  the  fiscal  year.  Staff  composed  and  implemented 
two  user  surveys:  one  to  ascertain  the  current  use  of  the  Library’s  website,  and  the  other 
to  assess  current  Internet  computer  use  procedures.  Meanwhile,  an  electronic  counter 
confirmed  42,103  public  computer  sessions  engaged  in  by  library  users.  There  were  866 
reservations  during  the  year  for  our  program  and  meeting  rooms  and  1,71 1 requests  to 
use  our  study  rooms.  The  yearly  total  visits  to  our  website  was  98,  836  with  456,714  hits 
recorded. 

The  Emma  Andrews  Branch  Library  £ilso  experienced  an  increase  in  activity  due  in  part 
to  a programming  initiative  that  included  origami,  knitting  and  chair  yoga.  All  of  these 
programs  were  offered  by  volunteers.  Although  the  Andrews  Branch  is  only  open  7 
hours  a week,  attendance  was  recorded  at  2163  and  library  visitors  checked  out  2898 
items.

In  addition  to  the  very  capable  library  staff,  we  are  fortunate  to  have  28  volunteers  this 
past  year  who  assist  staff  in  a number  of  ways  to  lessen  the  workload  and  allow  staff  to 
concentrate  on  serving  the  public.  The  yearly  total  for  volunteer  hours  is  2134. 

Addressing  technology  issues  was  assigned  a prime  position  on  our  ‘to  do’  list  this  year. 
Staff  provide  a wide  range  of  services  through  the  use  of  technology  that  needs  to  be 
current  and  up  to  date.

Greetings: 

As  we  conclude  2008  and  begin  2009,  we  continue  to  face  economic 
challenges  not  only  within  this  community,  but  worldwide.  It’s  through 
the  cooperation  and  support  of  our  elected  officials  and  citizens  that  we 
continue  to  have  a positive  effect  on  crime. 

It’s  the  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Police  Department  to  protect  and 
serve  the  public.  This  is  accomplished  through  a team  approach  with 
dedicated  and  well-trained  police  officers.  Our  team  approach  is  geared 
toward  the  protection  of  life,  preservation  of  peace,  prevention  of  crime, 
and  the  prosecution  of  those  who  violate  the  law. 

During  the  past  year  the  department  has  worked  cooperatively  with 
surrounding  police  departments  to  develop  strategic  plans  in  the  event  of 
a school  emergency.  Understanding  that  no  one  community  has  the  staff 
or  resources  available  to  properly  respond  in  a minutes  notice,  area 
departments  developed  the  A.L.E.R.T.  (Area  Law  Enforcement 
Response  Team).  The  concept  is  to  pool  personnel  and  resources  during 
a school  emergency.  This  training  and  cooperation  was  used,  with  great 
success,  during  a city-wide  lockdown  of  our  school  when  a man  with  a 
gun  was  reported  at  one  of  the  schools. 

The  community  should  feel  secure  knowing  their  police  department  is 
staffed  by  dedicated  men  and  women  who  have  received  the  best  of 
training  available.  These  officers  continue  to  broaden  their  knowledge 
and  expertise  to  effectively  carry  out  their  duties.  The  police  department 
has  practiced  community  policing  long  before  it  had  its  name,  using  beat 
officers  in  the  downtown,  bike  patrols  throughout  the  neighborhoods, 
and  officers  interacting  with  the  community. 

In  December  2008,  the  police  department  received  reaccredited  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Accreditation  Commission.  Newburyport  is  one  of 
only  twenty-eight  communities  statewide  to  achieve  this  honor.  The 
police  department  prides  itself  knowing  that  we  employ  “best  practices” 
in  developing  our  policies  and  procedures.

The  Department  of  Public  Services  hereby  submits  the  111^  annual  report  of  the  Newburyport 
Department  of  Public  Services,  Highway  Division  for  fiscal  year  2008. 

Mission  Statement: 

The  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services,  Highway  Division  is  to 
maintain  all  roadways,  drainage  infrastructure,  parks,  cemeteries,  schools  and  other  city  facilities 
for  all  customers  of  the  department  in  a cost  effective  and  environmentally  sensitive  manner  for 
the  short  and  long-term  benefit  of  our  customers  and  the  environment. 

Responsibilities: 

The  Highway  Division  is  responsible  for  the  following  services  with  respect  to  city 
infrastructure:  storm  water  collection,  yearly  catch  basin  cleaning,  street  line  painting,  street 
paving,  street  sweeping,  snow  and  ice  removal,  street  and  sidewalk  maintenance,  installation  of 
all  city  street  signs,  school,  park  and  cemetery  maintenance,  preparation  for  burials  in  the  two 
city  cemeteries,  tree  trimming,  removal  and  planting,  maintenance  and  cleaning  of  Plum  Island 
beaches,  assistance  to  Police  and  Fire  Departments  when  called  upon,  assistance  for  Yankee 
Homecoming  and  all  other  City  events,  and  support  to  all  other  Departments  in  the  City  with 
equipment  and  labor.  The  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  fleet  maintenance  Highway, 
Water  Sewer  Police  Fire  Council  of  Aging,  School  Dept,  Emergency  Management  and  City 
Clerk  vehicles. 

Roadways: 

The  Highway  Division  repairs  and  maintains  all  city  roads,  sidewalks  and  parking  lots. 

The  following  streets  were  paved  in  the  Fall  of  2007:

The  Highway  Division  also  issued  street  opening  permits,  curb  cut  permits,  sidewalk  permits, 
and  dumpster  permits  to  various  contractors  and  residents 
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Line  painting: 

Crews  put  down  more  than  98  gallons  of  roadway  paint  in  support  of  street  line  painting,  parking 
lots,  crosswalks  and  school  crossings 

Street  Sweeping: 

Over  224  lane  miles  of  roadway  were  swept  and  100%  of  all  required  city  streets  were  swept 
once  in  accordance  with  NPDES  Stormwater  Permit. 


Snow  Plowing  and  Removal: 

Roads,  schools  and  municipal  and  NRA  parking  lots  were  treated  with  salt  by  crews  during  the 
winter.  The  city  used  4150  tons  of  salt  during  the  2007/2008  winter. 


Trash: 

Public  Works  crews  emptied  144  trash  barrels  located  throughout  the  city  7-days  a week  365 
days  a year,  totaling  more  than  1100  cubic  yards  of  waste. 

Drainage: 

The  Highway  Division  is  responsible  for  2779  catchbasins,  515  drainage  manholes  and  178 
outfalls.  Crews  rebuilt  1 7 catchbasins  city  wide.  All  catchbasins  were  cleaned  city  wide  in  the 
spring.  The  Highway  Division  continues  improvement  and  maintenance  on  the  drainage  system 
and  awaits  MA  DEP’s  update  of  the  new  NPDES  Storm  Water  Permit  requirements. 


Parks/Schools: 

The  Highway  Division  maintains  the  parks  by  grass  mowing,  weed  trimming,  debris  cleanup, 
trimming  shrubbery  and  trees,  and  various  other  maintenance  duties.  Assistance  from  various 
community  groups  and  inmate  work  crews  helped  complete  the  maintenance  of  these  facilities.

Cemetery: 

The  Highland  Cemetery  and  the  Old  Hill  Cemetery  are  maintained  and  operated  by  the  Highway 
Division.  1 7 burials  were  performed  to  date  by  Highway  persormel.  The  crews  are  responsible 
for  locating,  excavating,  backfilling  and  reseeding  all  graves.  Additional  responsibilities  include 
locating  and  installed  markers  and  headstones,  cleaning  up  debris,  placing  veteran’s  markers  and 
lawn  maintenance. 

Fleet  Maintenance: 

The  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  city  wide  fleet  maintenance  which  includes  repair 
and  maintenance  of  the  following  departments: 
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DPS,  Water  Division  - 10  vehicles 
DPS,  Sewer  Division  - 1 1 vehicles 
Fire  Department  - 10  vehicles 
Emergency  Management  - 2 vehicles 
City  Clerk  - 1 vehicle

Police  Department  - 1 7 vehicles 
Council  on  Aging  - 3 vehicles 
Animal  Control  - 1 vehicle 


Fleet  maintenance  personnel  performed  over  200  services  on  city  vehicles  consisting  of  over 
7500  man  hours  of  service  work  on  DPS  equipment  and  in  support  of  other  departments.  Duties 
performed  include  regular  services  on  all  types  of  equipment  and  specialty  services  including 
engine  replacement  and  transmission  rebuilding. 


In  addition  to  the  scheduled  services  for  the  above  departments,  repairs  were  done  throughout  the 
year  as  needed.  The  Fleet  Maintenance  crew  is  also  responsible  for  maintaining  parts  inventory 
and  assisting  in  other  daily  duties  of  the  Highway  Department  including  plowing

Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  for  fiscal  year  2008.

Mission  Statement: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  mission  is  to  provide  Newburyport, 

Newbury  and  West  Newbury  with  sustainable  high  quality  water  for  all  uses,  maintain  water 
purification  and  testing,  maintain,  repair,  and  install  distribution  lines  and  continue  to  improve 
upon  quality  and  efficiency. 

Responsibilities: 

There  are  over  8000  residential  and  1000  business  customers  supplied  by  the  Water  Division. 

The  staff  members  are  dedicated  to  the  business  office  in  city  hall,  operation  of  treatment  and 
pumping  facilities  and  maintenance  of  the  distribution  system.  Eighty  percent  of  the  water 
comes  from  reservoirs  along  the  city  border  with  West  Newbury  and  twenty  percent  from  two 
wells  within  the  city.  The  reservoir  water  is  treated  at  Spring  Lane  treatment  plant  and  pumped 
into  the  distribution  system  along  with  water  from  the  two  wells.  Water  is  distributed  to 
customers  via  80  miles  of  water  mains.  The  treatment  plant  is  in  operation  and  staffed  24  hours 
a day,  7 days  a week.  After-hour  emergencies  are  directed  to  the  treatment  plant  where  staff  can 
immediately  page  our  on-call  construction  crew  to  respond.  The  Newburyport  Water  Division  is 
self-sufficient  since  water  rates  and  fees  are  set  to  fund  the  entire  budget. 

Business  Office: 

The  business  office  with  a staff  of  three,  handles  metering,  billing  and  customer  issues,  along 
with  overall  administration. 

Facility  Operations: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services  Water  Division,  facility  operations  staff  members  are 
certified  in  accordance  with  state  regulations.  They  manage  the  reservoirs  and  wells,  and  operate 
and  maintain  the  pumping  stations  and  treatment  plant.  They  conduct  thousands  of  tests  to 
monitor  water  quality  for  more  than  120  contaminants,  making  sure  our  water  is  safe  and  in 
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compliance  with  all  regulations.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  our  water  quality  meets  or  surpasses 
all  state  and  federal  water  quality  standards  again  this  year. 

Construction: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  construction  staff  maintains  water  mains, 
valves,  hydrants  and  meters,  and  responds  to  emergencies  24  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week.  In 
addition  to  routine  maintenance  work,  crews  repair  mains  and  their  associated  customer  service 
lines  as  part  of  the  ongoing  program.  Crews  have  also  been  repairing  water  main  breaks  and 
service  leaks  throughout  the  winter.  The  crew  was  also  busy  with  renewing  water  services, 
tapping  of  water  mains  for  private  contractors,  installing  new  hydrants.  The  construction  crew  is 
currently  involved  with  many  projects  including  the  following: 

• Overseeing  the  continued  connections  for  the  Plum  Island  Water  and  Sewer  Project 

• Crews  responded  to  and  addressed  1 6 water  main  breaks  and  3 service  leaks  that  required 
emergency  repairs. 

• Crews  did  23  scheduled  service  replacements  and  installed  3 new  services 

• Completed  Fall  and  Spring  hydrant  flushing  program  of  100%  of  all  hydrants  undergo 
flushing 

• Completed  bi-annual  leak  detection  survey  of  the  entire  distribution  system,  including 
Plum  Island  and  fixing  associated  leaks. 

Capital  Projects: 

Guilford  Well  Site: 

During  2008  the  City  conducted  a pump  test  to  determine  the  yield  of  water  from  a single 
well  on  the  Guilford  well  site.  Results  of  this  pump  test  indicated  the  well  would  be  able 
to  supply  195,000  gallons  per  day,  a lower  yield  than  was  anticipated.  The  City  is  now 
investigating  ways  to  increase  the  potential  yield  of  water  from  this  site  through  satellite 
wells  or  from  a deeper  aquifer. 

Water  Treatment  Plant  Evaluation: 

An  evaluation  of  the  existing  water  treatment  plant  and  pumping  facilities  was  started  in 
2008.  Portions  of  existing  facilities  are  over  80  years  old  and  in  need  of  updating.  The 
existing  water  treatment  plant  will  need  modifications  to  meet  the  capacity  necessary  to 
deliver  drinking  water  to  the  City  over  the  next  20  years.  This  evaluation  will  determine 
what  improvements  need  to  be  made  to  meet  the  future  demands  of  the  City. 

Polymer  System: 

The  water  division  completed  the  installation  of  a polymer  feed  system  at  the  water 
treatment  plant.  The  use  of  the  polymer  will  aid  in  the  treatment  process  and  help  to  get 
more  water  through  the  water  treatment  plant  during  high  demand  periods. 

Indian  Hill  Reservoir  Overflow  Spillway: 

A new  overflow  spillway  was  constructed  at  the  Indian  Hill  Reservoir.  The  old  concrete 
spillway  was  damaged  from  ice  and  poor  support.  This  allowed  the  overflow  sfructure  to 
settle  and  pull  away  from  piping,  causing  leaking  and  loss  of  reservoir  water.  The  new 
spillway  was  constmcted  on  pilings  for  additional  support  and  hopefully  many  years  of 
service.

Department  of  Public  Services,  Sewer  Division  for  fiscal  year  2008.

Mission  Statement: 

The  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services,  Sewer  Division  mission  is  to  provide 
Newburyport  with  a fully  functional  wastewater  treatment  facility  and  maintain,  repair  and 
improve  the  city’s  wastewater  collection  system  while  meeting  the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  and 
simultaneously  operating  the  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible. 

Responsibilities: 

The  Sewer  Division  serves  over  18,000  customers  and  operates  approximately  seventy  five  miles 
of  sewer  mains,  sixteen  lift  stations,  the  Plum  Island  vacuum  sewer  system  and  pump  station,  and 
a 3.4  MGD  secondary  activated  sludge  plant  called  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF). 
Staff  members  are  dedicated  to  the  operation  of  the  wastewater  treatment  facility,  maintenance  of 
the  lift  stations  and  maintenance  of  the  collection  system. 

Facility  Operations: 

In  Fiscal  Year  2008  an  average  of  2.45  MGD  of  sewerage  flow  was  pumped  and  treated  at  the 
WWTF  for  a total  treated  volume  of  over  899  million  gallons.  Our  NPDES  Permit  requires 
removals  for  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  (BOD)  and  total  Suspended  Solids  (TSS)  of  85%. 
Average  removals  for  TSS  and  BOD  were  94  % and  95%  respectively.  The  NPDES  permit 
requires  maximum  concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  in  the  effluent  are  30  mg/1  (or  30  parts  per 
million)  on  an  average  monthly  basis.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  results  listed  below, 
concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  were  well  within  permitted  ranges.

Collection  System: 

The  Sewer  Division  Collection  crews  responded  to  81  sewer  calls  and  143  Plum  Island  calls  in 
FY  2008.  Also,  over  30,188  linear  feet  of  sewer  lines  were  cleaned  in  FY08.  Seven  (7) 
complaints  were  logged  in  FY  2008.  We  received,  approved  and  inspected  the  construction  of 
310  new  connections  to  the  system  from  6 separate  areas  of  the  City  and  Plum  Island.  The 
Sewer  Division  also  added  a new  position.  Sewer  Collection  System  Manager,  Jamie  Tuccolo  to 
assist  with  managing  of  the  infrastructure. 

Capital  Plan: 

The  department  continues  to  operate  under  its  Capital  Plan,  which  is  updated  annually  and  is 
separated  into  immediate,  1 year,  2 year,  3 year  and  5 year  increments.  This  plan  is  consistent 
with  the  City’s  Vision  Statement  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  City’s  infrastructure  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  while  simultaneously  operating  our  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient 
manner  possible. 

Capital  Projects: 

This  department  undertook  significant  projects  in  FY  2008  including  the  ongoing  generator 
replacement  at  lift  stations.  Great  effort  was  put  into  the  plant  modification  and  improvement 
study  which  will  upgrade  the  plant  with  over  26  million  dollars  of  improvements  greatly  needed 
at  the  facility.  Public  Hearings  and  Plant  Tours  were  held  for  the  Public  and  City  officials. 

Additional  work  completed  in  FY2008  included  the  replacement  of  a primary  sludge  pump; 
various  improvements  at  the  WWTF;  continuation  of  the  Department’s  Infiltration/Inflow  (I/I) 
reduction  program;  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS)  activities;  permitting  and  inspection 
of  various  developments;  various  upgrades  to  lift  stations;  replacement  of  sewer  manhole  frames 
and  covers  in  various  areas  of  the  City;  repairs/replacement  of  various  sewers  and  manholes 
throughout  the  City;  training  efforts  that  result  in  sewer  department  having  lowest  Worker’s 
Comp  Claims  of  any  DPS  division;  Phase  II  Stormwater  implementation  tasks;  and  the 
replacement  of  older  remaining  generators  at  lift  stations  planned. 

This  department  serves  approximately  1 8,407  customers  and  stands  ready  and  able  to  serve  each 
of  them  as  well  as  answer  any  and  all  questions  and  comments  they  may  have.

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  serves  as  an  advocate  for  all  1,107  local 
veterans  and  their  2,080  dependents  who  reside  in  the  City.  The  Department 
advises  clients  as  to  the  availability  of  services,  benefits,  entitlements  and 
provides  financial  assistance  (M.G.L.  C.115)  to  needy  veterans  and  their 

dependents  who  have  served  honorably  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces.  In 
Fiscal  year  2009,  approximately  $43,000  was  disbursed  to  local  deserving 
veterans  from  the  City  of  Newburyport.  The  cost  of  this  benefit  program  is 
reimbursed  to  the  City  by  the  State,  one  year  after  payment,  at  the  rate  of  $.75 
for  every  $1 .00  disbursed  by  the  City. 

In  the  year  2008,The  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  a branch  of  the  Federal 
government,  disbursed  $1,920,237  to  Newburyport  Veterans  in  pensions, 
disability  compensation,  or  as  pensions  for  surviving  spouses.  Much  of  this 
money  is  spent  within  the  City  benefiting  the  Newburyport  merchants  and 
businesses  who  serve  our  Veteran  population.  The  infusion  of  this  money  into 
our  City  does  not  require  that  the  City  spend  any  money  to  get  it.  The 
Department  assists  Veterans  and  their  families  in  processing  applications  for  the 
Federal  benefits.  The  Office  also  assists  pensioners  with  their  annual  Veterans’ 
Affairs  financial  Eligibility  Verification  Reports  and  applications  for  local  Property 
Tax  Abatements/Exemptions. 

The  Veterans  Services’  Officer  organizes  the  Memorial  Day  and  Veterans’  Day 
celebrations.  Part  of  those  annual  duties  involves  replacing  the  flags  at  the  2,300 
Veteran  graves  in  Newburyport’s  cemeteries  before  the  Memorial  Day  Holiday. 
The  seventh  grade  class  from  the  Nock  Middle  School  assists  each  year  in  this 
commemoration  by  placing  flags  at  the  graves  of  veterans  in  St.  Mary’s  and 
Belleville  cemeteries. 

Going  forward  into  fiscal  year  2009,  the  Veterans’  Department  will  continue  to 
expand  its  outreach  into  the  community.  Through  newsletter  insertions  at  the 
Council  on  Aging  and  practical  workshops  at  senior  housing  centers,  the 
Department  hopes  to  expand  its  base,  and  provide  services  to  additional  Veteran 
men  and  women  living  in  Newburyport.  We  are  honored  to  serve  our  Veterans 
who  have  served  us.

Attached  is  a summary  of  the  FY  2008  Year-End  Budget  Report.  A detailed  report  is 
available  and  will  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  and  Budget  and  Finance  Committee.  As 
you  will  see,  General  Fund  budget  appropriations  totaled  $45,958,007.03,  and 
expenditures  and  encumbrances  totaled  $45,531,720.60,  or  99.1%  of  appropriations.  At 
year-end  there  was  an  available  balance  of  $426,286.43. 

Budget  appropriations  within  the  Water  Enterprise  Fund  totaled  $4,751,979.41  with 
expenditures  and  encumbrances  totaling  $4,214,907.54,  or  88.7%  of  appropriations. 
This  left  an  available  balance  of  $537,071.87  at  year-end.  Sewer  Enterprise  Fund 
appropriations  totaled  $4,794,867,21,  with  expenditures  and  encumbrances  of 
$4,169,248.50,  or  87%  of  appropriations.  An  available  balance  of  $625,618.71, 
remained  at  year-end.  Appropriations  within  the  new  Harbormaster  Enterprise  Fund 
totaled  $260,468.96,  with  expenditures  of  $234,123.56,  or  89.9%  of  appropriations.  A 
balance  of  $26,345.40  remained  in  the  Harbormaster  budget.  No  funds  were 
encumbered  within  the  Harbormaster  Enterprise  Fund. 

In  the  aggregate.  General  Fund  revenues  were  on  target.  Revenues  for  the  Water, 
Sewer,  and  Harbormaster  Enterprise  Funds  were  above  target.  A detailed  list  of 
budget  revenues  can  be  found  on  the  last  page  of  attached  report.

Budget  and  Appropriation  Process 

The  budget  process  begins  with  the  Mayor's  submission  of  a proposed  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  to  the  City  Council 
within  170  days  after  the  annual  organization  of  the  city  government  (which  is  ordinarily  in  early  January).  The  Council  may 
make  appropriations  for  the  recommended  purposes  and  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item.  Without  a recommendation  of  the 
Mayor,  the  Council  may  not  make  an  appropriation  for  a purpose  not  included  in  the  proposed  budget  except  by  a two  thirds  vote 
in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  Mayor  to  recommend  an  appropriation  for  such  a purpose  within  7 days  after  a request  from  the 
Council.  The  Council  may  not  increase  an  item  without  the  recommendation  of  the  Mayor  except  as  provided  by  legislation, 
subject  to  local  acceptance,  under  which  the  school  budget  or  Regional  School  District  assessment  can  be  increased  upon 
recommendation  of  the  School  Committee  or  Regional  District  School  Committee  and  by  a two  thirds  vote  of  the  Council, 
provided  that  such  increase  does  not  cause  the  total  annual  budget  to  exceed  the  property  tax  limitation.  If  the  Council  fails  to 
act  on  any  item  of  the  proposed  budget  within  45  days,  that  item  takes  effect 

If  the  Mayor  does  not  make  a timely  budget  submission,  provision  is  made  for  preparation  of  a budget  by  the  Council 
Provision  is  also  made  for  supplementary  appropriations  upon  recommendation  of  the  Mayor.  Water  and  sewer 
department  expenditures  are  required  to  be  included  in  the  budget  adopted  by  the  City  Council.  Under  certain  legislation 
any  city  or  town  which  accepts  the  legislation  may  provide  that  the  appropriation  for  the  operating  costs  of  any  department 
may  be  offset,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  estimated  receipts  from  fees  charged  for  services  provided  by  the  department.  It  is 
assumed  that  this  general  provision  does  not  alter  the  pre-existing  power  of  an  electric  or  gas  department  to  appropriate 
its  own  receipts.  As  a result  of  an  initiative  law  adopted  in  November  1980,  School  Committees  are  no  longer 
autonomous  with  respect  to  school  expenditures  for  current  purposes.  The  school  budget  is  limited  to  the  amount 
appropriated  by  the  City  Council,  but  the  school  committee  retains  full  power  to  allocate  the  funds  appropriated.  State 
legislation  known  as  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993,  as  amended,  imposes  certain  minimum  expenditure  requirements 
on  municipalities  with  respect  to  funding  for  education.  The  requirements  are  determined  on  the  basis  of  formulas 
affected  by  various  measures  of  wealth  and  income,  enrollments,  prior  levels  of  local  spending  and  state  aid,  and  other 
factors.  The  City  has  funded  its  school  operations  at  the  level  mandated  by  the  Act. 

Under  certain  circumstances  and  subject  to  certain  limits  and  requirements,  the  City  Council,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Mayor,  may  transfer  amounts  appropriated  for  the  use  of  one  department  (except  for  a municipal  light  department 
or  a school  department)  to  another  appropriation  for  the  same  department  or  for  the  use  of  any  other  department. 

City  department  heads  are  generally  required  to  submit  their  budget  requests  to  the  Mayor  between  November  1 and  December 
1.  School  department  budgets,  expenditures,  and  other  financial  matters  requiring  action  by  the  City  Council  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Mayor  for  review  and  comment  after  they  have  been  acted  upon  by  the  School  Committee  and  in  time  for  the  Mayor  to 
include  them  in  his  submission  to  the  Council. 

Mandatory  items,  such  as  state  and  county  assessments,  the  overlay  for  abatements,  abatements  in  excess  of  overlays, 
principal  and  interest  not  otherwise  provided  for  and  final  judgments  are  included  in  the  tax  levy  whether  or  not  included  in  the 
budget.  Revenues  are  not  required  to  be  set  forth  in  the  budget  but  estimated  non-tax  revenues  are  taken  into  account  by  the 
assessors  in  fixing  the  tax  levy,

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Revenues 


Property  Taxes:  Property  taxes  are  the  major  source  of  revenue  for  the  City.  The  total  amount  levied  is  subject  to  certain 
limits  prescribed  by  law;  for  a description  of  those  limits  see  "PROPERTY  TAXATION— Tax  Limitations"  above. 

State  Aid:  In  addition  to  grants  for  specified  capital  purposes  (some  of  which  are  payable  over  the  life  of  the  bonds  issued 
for  the  projects),  the  Commonwealth  provides  financial  assistance  to  cities  and  towns  for  current  purposes.  Payments  to 
cities  and  towns  are  derived  primarily  from  a percentage  of  the  State's  personal  income,  sales  and  use,  and  corporate 
excise  tax  receipts,  together  with  the  net  receipts  from  the  State  Lottery  A municipality's  state  aid  entitlement  is  based  on 
a number  of  different  formulas,  of  which  the  "schools"  and  "lottery"  formulas  are  the  most  important.  Both  of  the  major 
formulas  tend  to  provide  more  state  aid  to  poorer  communities.  None  of  the  major  local  aid  programs  has  a termination 
date  under  existing  law  and  while  a formula  might  indicate  that  a particular  amount  of  state  aid  is  owed,  the  amount  of 
state  aid  actually  paid  is  limited  to  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  state  legislature. 

In  the  fall  of  1986,  both  the  State  Legislature  (by. statute  repealed  as  of  July  1,  1999)  and  the  voters  (by  initiative  petition) 
placed  limits  on  the  growth  of  state  tax  revenues.  Although  somewhat  different  in  detail,  each  measure  essentially  limited 
the  annual  growth  in  state  tax  revenues  to  an  average  rate  of  growth  in  wages  and  salaries  in  the  Commonwealth  over 
the  three  previous  calendar  years.  If  not  amended,  the  remaining  law  could  restrict  the  amount  of  state  revenues 
available  for  state  aid  to  local  communities. 

Motor  Vehicle  Excise:  An  excise  is  imposed  on  the  registration  of  motor  vehicles  (subject  to  exemptions)  at  the  rate  of 
$25  per  $1,000  of  valuation.  The  excise  is  collected  by  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  municipality  in  which  the  vehicle  is 
customarily  kept.  Valuations  are  determined  by  a statutory  formula  based  on  manufacturer's  list  price  and  year  of 
manufacture.  Bills  not  paid  when  due  bear  interest  at  12  percent  per  annum.  Provision  is  also  made  for  non-renewal  of 
the  owner's  operating  license  or  registration  by  the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles. 

Water  Rates  and  Services:  The  City's  Water  Department  provides  water  services  to  most  residential,  industrial  and 
commercial  users  within  the  City,  and  charges  them  on  the  basis  of  metered  consumption.  Beginning  in  fiscal  2006,  this 
fund  has  been  accounted  for  as  an  enterprise  fund.  In  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  2008,  water  operating  revenues 
were  $4,505,892  and  expenditures,  including  debt  service,  were  $4,214,908.  Water  service  is  provided  to  virtually  all  of 
the  City,  except  for  Plum  Island.  As  of  January  1,  2008,  water  rates  are  $4.24  per  100  cubic  feet  for  the  first  6,000  cubic 
feet  of  usage  and  $4.99  for  usage  over  6,000  cubic  feet.  Customer  service  charges  determined  by  the  size  of  the  service 
and  frequency  of  billing  range  from  $28.50  to  $202.00  per  billing  period  are  in  addition  to  the  water  rate.  These  services 
are  billed  semi-annually  based  on  the  operation  and  maintenance  costs  of  the  department.  The  City  sets  its  water  rates 
to  recover  all  operational  costs  and  debt  service. 

Sewer  Rates  and  Services:  The  City's  Sewer  Department  provides  sewer  services  to  most  residential,  industrial  and 
commercial  users  within  the  City,  charging  them  on  the  basis  of  water  consumption.  Beginning  in  fiscal  2006,  this  fund 
has  been  accounted  for  as  an  enterprise  fund.  In  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  2008,  sewer  operating  revenues  were 
$4,652,587  and  expenditures,  including  debt  service,  were  $4,169,249.  Virtually  all  of  the  City  is  sewered.  As  of  January 
1,  2008,  sewer  rates  are  $50  for  the  first  1000  cubic  feet  and  $6.25  per  100  cubic  feet  of  water  consumption  and  these 
services  are  billed  semi-annually.  The  City  sets  its  sewer  rates  to  recover  all  operational  costs  and  debt  service. 

Room  Occupancy  Tax:  In  1985  the  State  legislature  made  available  a room  occupancy  excise  tax  as  an  additional 
source  of  revenue  for  municipalities,  effective  July  1,  1986.  Under  this  tax,  local  governments  may  tax  the  provision  of 
hotel,  motel  and  lodging  house  rooms  at  a rate  not  to  exceed  four  percent  (4%)  of  the  cost  of  renting  such  rooms.  The  tax 
is  paid  by  the  operator  of  the  hotel,  motel  or  lodging  house  to  the  State  Commissioner  of  Revenue,  who  in  turn  pays  the 
tax  back  to  the  municipality  in  which  the  rooms  are  located  in  quarterly  distributions.  The  City  has  levied  the  full  4%  as 
permitted  under  the  law.  The  City  received  distributions  from  this  tax  in  fiscal  2008  in  the  amount  of  $86,657. 

Other:  Other  sources  of  revenues  for  the  City  include  net  investment  income,  licenses  and  permits. 

State  School  Building  Assistance  Program:  Under  its  school  building  assistance  program,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  provides  grants  to  towns,  cities  and  regional  school  districts  for  school  construction  projects.  Until  July  26, 
2004,  the  State  Board  of  Education  was  responsible  for  approving  grants  for  school  projects  and  otherwise  administering 
the  program.  Grant  amounts  ranged  from  50%  to  90%  of  approved  project  costs.  Municipalities  generally  issued  bonds  to 
finance  the  entire  project  cost,  and  the  Commonwealth  disbursed  the  grants  in  equal  annual  installments  over  the  term  of 
the  related  bonds.  Approved  project  costs  included  the  interest  expense  incurred  on  debt  issued  by  a municipality  to 
finance  the  school  project.  In  recent  years,  demand  for  school  building  assistance  grants  far  exceeded  available  funds. 
As  of  July  1,  2004,  a total  of  425  projects  for  which  completed  grant  applications  had  been  submitted  were  still  on  the 
Department  of  Education's  project  priority  list  awaiting  approval  of  a grant. 
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Pursuant  to  legislation  which  became  effective  on  July  26,  2004,  the  state  legislature  created  the  Massachusetts  School 
Building  Authority  (the  “Authority")  to  finance  and  administer  the  school  building  assistance  program.  The  Authority  has 
assumed  all  powers  and  obligations  of  the  Board  of  Education  with  respect  to  the  program.  In  addition  to  certain  other 
amounts,  the  legislation  dedicates  a portion  of  Commonwealth  sales  tax  receipts  to  the  Authority  to  finance  the  program. 

Projects  previously  approved  for  grants  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  are  entitled  to  receive  grant  payments  from  the 
Authority  based  on  the  approved  project  cost  and  reimbursement  rate  applicable  under  the  prior  law.  The  Authority  has 
paid  and  is  expected  to  continue  to  pay  the  remaining  amounts  of  the  grants  for  such  projects  in  annual  installments  to 
reimburse  debt  service  on  bonds  issued  by  the  municipalities  to  finance  such  projects. 

Projects  on  the  priority  waiting  list  as  of  July  1,  2004  are  also  entitled  to  receive  grant  payments  from  the  Authority  based 
on  the  eligible  project  costs  and  reimbursement  rates  applicable  under  the  prior  law  With  limited  exceptions,  the 
Authority  is  required  to  fund  the  grants  for  such  projects  in  the  order  in  which  they  appear  on  the  waiting  list.  The 
Authority  expects  to  pay  grants  for  all  of  the  projects  on  the  priority  waiting  list  by  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2008.  Grants  for 
any  such  projects  that  have  been  completed  or  substantially  completed  have  been  paid  and  are  expected  to  continue  to 
be  paid  by  the  Authority  in  lump  sum  payments,  thereby  eliminating  the  need  for  the  Authority  to  reimburse  interest 
expenses  that  would  otherwise  be  incurred  by  the  municipalities  to  permanently  finance  the  Authority's  share  of  such 
project  costs.  Interest  on  debt  issued  by  municipalities  prior  to  July  1 , 2004  to  finance  such  project  costs,  and  interest  on 
temporary  debt  until  receipt  of  the  grant,  is  included  in  the  approved  costs  of  such  projects.  Grants  for  any  such  projects 
that  have  not  yet  commenced  or  that  are  underway  have  been  and  are  expected  to  continue  to  be  paid  by  the  Authority  as 
project  costs  are  incurred  by  the  municipality  pursuant  to  a project  funding  agreement  between  the  Authority  and  the 
municipality.  In  most  cases,  the  receipt  of  these  progress  payments  from  the  Authority  eliminates  the  need  for  the 
municipality  to  borrow  even  on  a temporary  basis  to  finance  the  Authority's  share  of  the  project  costs. 

The  Authority  began  accepting  grant  applications  for  new  projects  after  July  1,  2007.  The  range  of  reimbursement  rates 
for  such  projects  has  been  reduced  to  between  40%  and  80%  of  approved  project  costs.  The  Authority  recently 
promulgated  new  regulations  with  respect  to  the  application  and  approval  process  for  new  projects  The  Authority 
expects  to  pay  grants  for  such  projects  as  project  costs  are  incurred  pursuant  to  project  funding  agreements  between  the 
Authority  and  the  municipalities.  None  of  the  interest  expense  incurred  on  debt  issued  by  municipalities  to  finance  their 
portion  of  the  costs  of  new  projects  will  be  included  in  the  approved  project  costs  eligible  for  reimbursement. 

Investment  of  City  Funds 

All  funds  of  the  City,  except  for  trust  funds  and  funds  of  the  Newburyport  Retirement  System,  are  invested  in  accordance 
with  Section  55  of  Chapter  44  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  (MGL).  This  section  permits  investment  of  available 
funds  and  bond  and  note  proceed  in  term  deposits  and  certificates  of  deposits  of  banks  and  trust  companies,  in 
obligations  issued  or  unconditionally  guaranteed  by  the  federal  government  or  agency  thereof  with  a maturity  of  one  year 
or  less,  in  repurchase  agreements  secured  by  federal  or  federal  agency  securities,  with  a maturity  of  90  days  or  less,  in 
participation  units  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Depository  Trust  (MMDT),  or  in  shares  in  SEC-registered  money 
market  funds  with  the  highest  possible  rating  from  at  least  one  nationally  recognized  rating  organization.  MMDT  is  an 
investment  pool  created  by  the  Commonwealth  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Treasurer's  office. 

According  to  the  State  Treasurer  the  MMDT's  investment  policy  is  designed  to  maintain  an  average  weighted  maturity  of 
90  days  or  less  and  is  limited  to  high-quality,  readily  marketable  fixed  income  instruments,  including  U.S.  government 
obligations  and  highly-rated  corporate  securities  with  maturities  of  one  year  or  less. 

Trust  funds,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  donor,  may  be  invested  in  accordance  with  Section  54  of  Chapter  44  of  the 
MGL,  which  permits  a broader  range  of  investments  than  Section  55,  including  any  bonds  or  notes  that  are  legal 
investments  for  savings  banks  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  restriction  imposed  by  Sections  54  and  55  do  not  apply  to  city 
and  town  retirement  systems. 

A breakdown  of  City  investments  may  be  obtained  from  the  City  Treasurer. 
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Free  Cash 


Under  Massachusetts  law  an  amount  known  as  "free  cash"  is  certified  as  of  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year  by  the  State 
Bureau  of  Accounts  and  this,  together  with  certain  subsequent  tax  receipts,  is  used  as  the  basis  for  subsequent  appropriations 
from  available  funds,  which  are  not  required  to  be  included  in  the  annual  tax  levy  Subject  to  certain  adjustments,  free  cash  is 
surplus  revenue  (or,  in  the  City's  case.  Unreserved  Fund  Balance)  less  uncollected  and  overdue  property  taxes  from  prior  years.

Stabilization  Fund

Capital  Improvements  Stabilization  Fund 

The  City  maintains  a capital  improvements  fund  which  is  accounted  for  in  the  Trust  Funds.  The  balance  of  the  funa  at 
June  30,  2008  was  $654,758. 


Tax  Increment  Financing  for  Development  Districts 

Under  recent  legislation,  cities  and  towns  are  authorized  to  establish  development  districts  to  encourage  increased  residential, 
industrial  and  commercial  activity.  All  or  a portion  of  the  taxes  on  growth  in  assessed  value  in  such  districts  may  be  pledged  and 
used  solely  to  finance  economic  development  projects  pursuant  to  the  city  or  towns  development  program  for  the  district.  This 
includes  pledging  such  “tax  increments"  for  the  payment  of  bonds  issued  to  finance  such  projects.  As  a result  of  any  such 
pledge,  tax  increments  raised  from  new  growth  properties  in  development  districts  are  not  available  for  other  municipal 
purposes.  Tax  increments  are  taken  into  account  in  determining  the  total  taxes  assessed  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the 
maximum  permitted  tax  levy  under  Proposition  2 Vi. 

The  City  has  no  such  district  at  this  time. 


INDEBTEDNESS 

Authorization  Procedure  and  Limitations 

Serial  bonds  and  notes  are  authorized  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  City  Council  Provision  is  made  for 
a referendum  on  the  filing  of  a petition  bearing  the  requisite  number  of  signatures.  Borrowings  for  certain  purposes 
require  state  administrative  approval.  When  serial  bonds  or  notes  have  been  authorized,  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  by  the  officers  authorized  to  issue  the  serial  bonds  or  notes  Temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the  revenues  of 
the  fiscal  year  in  which  debt  is  incurred,  or  in  anticipation  of  state  and  federal  grants  generally  can  be  incurred  by  the 
Mayor  without  City  Council  authorization 

The  general  debt  limit  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  consists  of  a normal  debt  limit  and  a double  debt  limit.  The  normal  debt 
limit  is  5 percent  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  as  last  equalized  by  the  State  Department  of  Revenue.  The  City  can 
authorize  debt  up  to  this  amount  without  State  approval.  It  can  authorize  debt  up  to  twice  this  amount  (the  double  debt 
limit)  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Municipal  Finance  Oversight  Board  composed  of  the  State  Treasurer,  the  State 
Auditor,  the  Attorney  General  and  the  Director  of  Accounts. 

There  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation  debt  which  are  exempt  from  and  do  not  count  against  the  general  debt 
limit.  Among  others,  these  exempt  categories  include  revenue  anticipation  notes  and  grant  anticipation  notes,  emergency 
loans,  loans  exempted  by  special  laws,  certain  school  bonds,  sewer  bonds,  solid  waste  disposal  facility  bonds,  and 
economic  development  bonds  supported  by  tax  increment  financing,  and  subject  to  special  debt  limits,  bonds  for  water 
(limited  to  10  percent  of  equalized  valuation),  housing,  urban  renewal,  and  economic  development  (subject  to  various 
debt  limits),  and  electric,  gas,  community  antenna  television  systems,  and  telecommunications  systems  (subject  to  a 
separate  limit).  Revenue  bonds  are  not  subject  to  these  debt  limits  The  general  debt  limit  and  the  special  debt  limit  for 
water  bonds  apply  at  the  time  debt  is  authorized.  The  other  special  debt  limits  generally  apply  at  the  time  the  debt  is 
incurred. 

Types  of  Obligations 

General  Obligations.  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns  are  authorized  to  issue  general  obligation  indebtedness  of  these 
types; 

Serial  Bonds  and  Notes.  These  are  generally  required  to  be  payable  in  equal  or  diminishing  annual  principal  amounts 
beginning  no  later  than  the  end  of  the  next  fiscal  year  commencing  after  the  date  of  issue  and  ending  within  the  terms 
permitted  by  law.  Level  debt  service  is  permitted  for  bonds  or  notes  issued  for  certain  purposes,  including  self-supporting 
enterprise  purposes,  certain  state-aided  school  projects,  and  certain  community  preservation  and  open  space  projects,  as 
well  as  for  those  projects  for  which  debt  service  has  been  exempted  from  property  tax  limitations.  The  principal  amounts 
of  certain  economic  development  bonds  supported  by  tax  increment  financing  may  be  payable  in  equal,  diminishing  or 
increasing  amounts  beginning  within  5 years  after  the  date  of  issue.  The  maximum  terms  of  serial  bonds  and  notes  vary 
from  one  year  to  40  years,  depending  on  the  purpose  of  the  issue.  Most  of  the  purposes  are  capital  projects.  Bonds  or 
notes  may  be  made  callable  and  redeemed  prior  to  their  maturity,  and  a redemption  premium  may  be  paid.  Refunding 
bonds  or  notes  may  be  issued  subject  to  the  maximum  term  measured  from  the  date  of  the  original  bonds  or  notes. 
Serial  bonds  may  be  issued  as  "qualified  bonds"  with  approval  of  the  State  Municipal  Finance  Oversight  Board,  subject  to 
such  conditions  and  limitations  (including  restrictions  on  future  indebtedness)  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board.  Qualified 
bonds  may  mature  not  less  than  10  nor  more  than  30  years  from  their  dates  and  are  not  subject  to  the  amortization 
requirements  described  above.  The  State  Treasurer  is  required  to  pay  the  debt  service  on  qualified  bonds  and  thereafter 
to  withhold  the  amount  of  the  debt  service  from  state  aid  or  other  state  payments.  Administrative  costs  and  any  loss  of 
interest  income  to  the  State  are  to  be  assessed  upon  the  city  or  town. 

Bond  Anticipation  Notes.  These  generally  must  mature  within  two  years  of  their  original  dates  of  issuance  but  may  be 
refunded  from  time  to  time  for  a period  not  to  exceed  five  years  from  their  original  dates  of  issuance,  provided  for  each 
year  that  the  notes  are  refunded  beyond  the  second  year  they  must  be  paid  in  part  from  revenue  funds  in  an  amount  at 
least  equal  to  the  minimum  annual  payment  that  would  have  been  required  if  the  bonds  had  been  issued  at  the  end  of  the 
second  year.  For  certain  school  projects,  however,  notes  may  be  refunded  from  time  to  time  for  a period  not  to  exceed 
seven  years  without  having  to  pay  any  portion  of  the  principal  of  the  notes  from  revenue  funds.  The  maximum  term  of 
bonds  issued  to  refund  bond  anticipation  notes  is  measured  (except  for  certain  school  projects)  from  the  date  of  the 
original  issue  of  the  notes. 

Revenue  Anticipation  Notes.  The  amount  borrowed  in  each  fiscal  year  by  the  issue  of  revenue  anticipation  notes  is 
limited  to  the  tax  levy  of  the  prior  fiscal  year,  together  with  the  net  receipts  in  the  prior  fiscal  year  from  the  motor  vehicle 
excise  and  certain  payments  made  by  the  Commonwealth  in  lieu  of  taxes.  The  fiscal  year  ends  on  June  30.  Notes  may 
mature  in  the  following  fiscal  year,  and  notes  may  be  refunded  into  the  following  fiscal  year  to  the  extent  of  the 
uncollected,  unabated  current  tax  levy  and  certain  other  items,  including  revenue  deficits,  overlay  deficits,  final  judgments 
and  lavirfully  unappropriated  expenditures,  which  are  to  be  added  to  the  next  tax  levy,  but  excluding  deficits  arising  from  a 
failure  to  collect  taxes  of  earlier  years.  (See  "Taxation  to  Meet  Deficits"  under  "PROPERTY  TAX"  above.)  In  any  event, 
the  period  from  an  original  borrowing  to  its  final  maturity  cannot  exceed  one  year.  The  City  has  not  issued  any  revenue 
■anticipation  notes  during  the  current  or  the  last  five  fiscal  years. 
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
